Union Miners Attack a Train 
Loaded With Negroes. 


Latter Return the Shots and 
Train Flies On. 


BATTLE WITH THE STOCKADE 


FightBecomesThree-cornered 
With Deadly Effect, 


Number of Those Killed and 
Wounded not Certain. 


The List Foots Up Over Thirty 
Dead and Injured. 


MILITIAMEN KILL A GUARD. 


Gov. Tanner Orders Out Troops—He 
Charges the Bloodshed Upon the 
Mine Officers—Strkers are Look- 
ing for Lukens.,.

VIRDEN (Ill) Oct. 12.—[Exclusive 


Déspatch.] Twelve men _ killed and 
twenty wounded. This destruction of 
life, greater_than that of some battles 
in war time, was the result of an at- 
tack made by striking coal miners 
here today on a train bringing negroes 
from the South to open the.mjnes. The 


=} tonflict, while lasted, was terrible, 


and the town Was overwhelmed with 
the rush of frenzy and riot. Martial 
law has been proclaimed, and the milti« 
tia under Capt. Craig is already here. 
More troops are expected in the morn- 
ing, but despite their presence, fighting 
will probably be renewed. 

The mine-owners have announced 
their intention of using imported negro 
laborers at all hazards, and the strik- 
ers are desperate in their intention of 
resisting. strikers had long 
known that the company contemplated 
running in southern negroes to take 
their places. That such was the inten- 
tion was not denied by the company. It 
built a heavy stockade about the prop- 
erty, and thirty-two ex-Chicago police- 
men were brought down and stalled in 
the stockade. 

That blood would flow when the ne- 
groes arrived was a foregone conclu- 
sion, for the miners have been gather- 
ing here from Mt. Olive, Springfield, 
Girard and other mining towns, and 
the announcement was made severa! 
days ago that the negroes would not 
be allowed to enter the town. 

The negroes arrived this morning 
in a special train. There was a hasty 
gathering of men. They ranged them- 


the vicinity of the stockade and’ 
awaited the coming of the negroes. At 
12:45 o'clock the special steamed into 
No attempt was made to stop 
at the depot, but the train rushed on 
to the stockade just at the edge of the 
little town. As the train approached, a 
miner stationed near fired his gun into 
the car. That was the signal to the 
men. As soon as the train stopped 
at the stockade there was a withering 
fire from the stockade and from the 
guards on the train. The miners re- 
sponded, and in a twinkle the battle 
was on in all its fury, both sides pour- 
ing a hot fire into the other. 

The train stopped om the east side 
of the stockade, and here the scene 
was frightful. There was a crowd of 
miners standing here who were not 
participating, it is alleged, to any 
great extent, the active demonstration 
being east of the stockade. The min- 
ers east of the stockade were in a field, 
and the men in the tower of the stock- 
ade, with a deliberation of sharpshoot- 
ers, began picking men off one by one. 
Consternation reigned. Men ran aim- 
lessly about, but all the time the re- 
lentless sharpshooters in - the tower 
were shooting them down. It was here 
the miners lost all of the men killed. 
Two men cn the train, names unknown, 
were killed, and many were wounded, 
two fatally, their names also being un- 
known. 

After remaining for about five min- 
utes the tralia was rushed on, none of 
the negroes“ being unloaded, but the 
mine operators say they will be brought 
back and put to0.work. Gov. Tanner 
has refused to protect imported negroes 
with State militia.

Jt is believed fifty men were wounded 
in the stockade, but this has not been 
verified, as those inside the stockade 
refuse to communicate with outsiders. 

For the past two Weeks rumors have 
reached Virden daily that a train hav- 
ing negroes from Alabama would réach 
the city, and the Chicago and Alton de- 
-pot has been surrounded day and 
night by vigilant mifiers determinedly 
awaiting their arrival. 

Today the Chicago and Alton limited, 
due to pass here at 10 o'clock, shot 
through en route to Chicago, an hour 
late, displaying flags on the rear, indi- 
cating that a especial was following. 
Immediately the word was spread, and 
a dense crowd of miners lined the sta- 
tion platform, while another crowd col- 
lected at the entrance to the stock- 
ade, half a mile north of the station. 
D. B. Kiley, a Chicago and Alton de- 
tective, stood guard at a switch at the 
south end of the ‘station platform to 
see that it was not tampered wih. 

At 12:40 o’clocth the .special train 
passed the station and signal shots 
were fired from the south end of the 


train, announcing ‘the special's arrival. 


Immediately shoterwert fired from the 
moving tratn and outside, and the bat- 
tle was on. A few minutes after the. 
train. had passed: the switch where: 
Kiley was stationed, and while he was 
talking with two citizens, he’ threw up 
his arms and_ dropped dead with a bul- 
let through his brain. He was the first 
man killed. The train continued to the 
stockade, the miners firing into it all 
along the. route, and the negro passen- 
gers returning the fire. 

The moment the train reached the 
stockade, the miners opened a desper- 
ate fire with Winchesters and revolvers 
and firearms of all descriptions. The 
negroes on the train answered with a 
steady fire. The miners and the train 
were enveloped in a cloud of smoke, 
and the shooting sounded like a con- 
tinuous volley. Engineer Burt Tigar 
received a bullet in the arm and 
dropped from his seat. His fireman 
seized the throttle, pulled it open, and 
with a jerk the train was under speed, 
carrying a load of wounded negro pas- 
sengers to Springfield. How many 
were wounded is not known. The train 
stopped at the stockade but two min- 
utes. Its departure dtd. mot cause the 
firing .to cease. 


armed with Winchesters, and they kept 
up a steady fire into the crowd of union. 
miners. 

Eye-witnesses say that the dead min- 
ers were killed after the train had de- | 
parted. It is not’ known how many 
men are stationed behind the walls of 
the stockade, but an estimate is placed 
at betwéen twenty-five and forty. An- 
other claim is that six within the 
stockade were wounded, but those in- 
side refuse to hold any communication 
with the outside, and nothing authentic 
can be learned. Word was, however, 
sent from the stockade to physicians 


in town that their services were 
needed. 3 
The supply and provision store of 


the Chicago-Virden Coal Company is 
known as the Climax Trading Com- 
pany, with J. F. Eyster in charge. At 
2 o’c!ock, after vhe firing at the stock- 
ade had, subsided, an attack without 
a paralléJ'in the history of the trouble 
was made on Eyster im his store on 
Main street, one block from the depot, 
which will probably cost him his life. 
He was sitting in his store when his 
telephone rang, and he was instructed 
from the stockade to secure physicians 
and hurry them to the place. Eyster 
jumped into his delivery wagon and, 
securing two doctors, rushed to the 
mines. He returned to his store, 
climbed out of his wagon and was just 
entering the door when. the cry was 
raised that Manager Fred Lukens of 
the mines was with him. With a rush 
a throng of infuriated miners’ pressed 
toward the store. Eyster ran behind a 
counter with a revolyer in each hand. 
The miners pressed hard after him, 
and as Eyster sprang up stairs he and 
the miners began shooting simul- 
taneously. He ran to the ton of his 
building and Jumped behind a chimney, 
while the miners ran into the street 
and opemed fire on him again. Chips 
flew from the brick chimney, and 
Eyster ran from cover across to the 
roof of another store, firing into the

THE PRESIDENT ON THE WAR. 


Earnest and Patriotic Speech 
Made at Omaha. 


He Extols the Invincible Spirit 
_ Shown by the People. ~ 


Heroes of the Conflict Worthy 
Their Great Ancestry. 


RIGHT WILL GUIDE THE FUTURE. 


The Chief Executive Received With 
Great Enthusiasm—He Extends 
Greeting to Transmississippians, 
St. Louis to Declare a Holiday. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Oct. 12.—The third 
day of Omaha’s peace jubilee, and 
“President’s day’’ at the Transmissis- 
sippi Exposition opened with lowering 
sky. About: 10 o’clock, however, the 
sun burst forth in all its radiance, mak- 
ing the hearts of thousands glad. The 


‘President. was up early this morning, | 


and at 9 o’clock was in the parlors of 
the Omaha Club, where he.greeted the 


members of his party and other dis-. 


tinguished callers. It was after 10 
o’clock when the Presidential party, 
escorted by President Wattles and 
members of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee in carriages started for the ex- 
position grounds. They were headed 
by a platoon of mounted police, while 
the President and party were escorted 
by the board of governors of the Ak- 
Sar-Ben mounted and dressed in their 
regalia. 

In the first carriage was the Presi- 
dent with Gordon W. Wattles, presi- 
dent of the exposition. ' Then followed 
Gen. Miles, Gen. Greeley, Gen. Wheeler, 
Secretaries Gage, Bliss and Wilson, 
Postmaster-General Smith, the . mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, secre- 
taries of legation and press representa- 
tives. 

The vast crowd that had gathered to 
see President McKinley leave the club 
building was ably controlled by Maj. 
Clarkson, general manager of the ex- 
position. 

THE PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
OMAHA, Oct. 12.—President McKin- 
ley probably never received a more 
enthusiastic greeting than that which 


his address. 


awaited him at the exposition grounds. 
By far the greatest crowd in the big 
western show's history, so large a 
crowd that its numbers are almost im- 
possible to estimate, thronged about 
the huge platform from which he made 
Hardly one sentence was 
spoken by him which did not evoke 
from the people cheers. After President 
Wattles had introduced the _ distin- 
guished guests of the exposition, it was 
fully five minutes before the subsidence 
of the applause permitted the Presi- 
dent to begin speaking. President Mc- 
Kinley’s address was as follows: | 

“Gentlemen of the Transmississippi 
Exposition and fellow-citizens: It is 
with genuine pleasure that I meet once 
more the people of Omaha, whose wealth 
of welcome is not altogether unfamiliar 
to me, and whose warm hearts have be- 
fore touched and moved me. For the 
renewed manifestation of your regard, 
and for the cordial reception of today 
my heart responds with profound grat- 
itwude and a deep appreciation which I 
carmmot conceal, and which the language 
of compliment is inadequate to convey. 
My greeting is not alone to your city 
and the State of Nebraska, but to the 


‘ people of all the States of the Trans- 


Mississippi group participating, and I 
cannot withhold congratulations at 
evidences of their prosperity furnished 
by this great exposition. If testimony 
were needed to establish the fact that 
their pluck has not deserted them, and 
that prosperity is again with them, it 
is found here. This picture dispels all 
doubt. 

“In an age of expositions they have 
added yet another magnificent ex- 
ample. The historical celebrations at 
Philadelphia and Chicago and the 
splendid exhibitions at New Orleans, 
Atlanta and Nashville are now a part 
of the past, and yet in influence they 
still live, and their beneficent results 
are closely interwoven with our na- 
tional development. Similar rewards 
will honor the authors and patrons of 
the Transmississippi Exposition. The 
contribution will mark another epoch 
in the nation’s material advancement. 

“One of the great laws of life is prog- 
ress, and nowhere have the principles 
of this law been so _ strikingly illus- 
trated as in the United States. A cen- 
tury and a decade of our national life 
have turned doubt into conviction; 
changed experiment into demonstra¢ 
tion; revolutionized old methods and 
won new triumphs which have chal- 
lenged the attention of the world. This 
is true not only of the accumulation of 
material wealth and advance in educa- 
tion, science, invention and manufac- 
tures, buteabove all in the opportuni- 
ties to the people for their own eleva- 
tion, which have been secured by wise 
free government. 

“Hitherto, in peace and in war, with 
additions to our territory and slight 
changes in our laws, we have steadily 
enforced the spirit of the Constitution 
secured to us by the noble self-sacrifice 
ard far-seeing sagacity of our ances- 
tors. We have avoided the tempta- 
tidfs- of conquest in the spirit of gain. 
With an increasing love for our insti- 
tutions and an abiding faith in their 
stability, we have made the triumphs 
of our sysem of government in the 
progress and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple an inspiration to the whole human 
race. Confronted at this moment by 
new and grave problems, we must rec- 
ognize that their solution will affect 
not ourselves alone but others of the 
family of nattions. 

“In this age of frequent interChange 
and mutual dependency, we cannot 


| shirk our international responsibilities 


if we would; they must be met with 
courage and wisdom, and we must 
follow duty, even if desire opposes. 
No deliberation can be too mature or 
self-control too constant this 
solemn hour of our history. We must 
avoid the temptations of undue aggres- 
sion. and aim to secure only such re- 
sults as will promote our own and the 
general good. 

“It has been said by some one that 
the normal condition of nations was 
war. That is not true of the United 
States. We never enter upon war un- 
til every effort for peace without it 
has been exhausted. Ours has never 


been a military government. Peace,

Says Congress Will not Tolerate the 
Sending of Fifty Thousand More 
Men to Cuba. 


SHE SHOULD BE LEFT ALONE. 


THEN AFTER AWHILE SHE WILL 
ASK TO BE ANNEXED. 


The Ohioan also Says the Pence 
Commission Ought not to Have 
Been Appointed—The War 
Inquiry Continued, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator Foraker of Ohio 
tells Washington newspaper men that 
when President McKinley attempts to 
place 50,000 or so of Americin soldiers 
in Cuba to garrison the island, he will 
bump against some objections by Con- 
gress. Sénator Foraker says Congress 
never will tolerate such a performance. 
He also says this government ought 
never to have appointed a Peace Com- 
mission, because there really was 
nothing to regotiaie. Senator Foraker 
secnis dissatisfied all arcund, and as 
he is one of the leading Republicans in 
the Senate, his interview opens up a 
new field of action. He says: 

“There is no question in my miné 
what should be done with Cuba. The 
resolutions passed at the last session 
of Congress were a demand upon Spain 
to withdraw the army and navy from 
Cuba and Cuban waters, and a direc- 
tion to the President, in the event of 
refusal, to employ the army and navy 
of the United States to compel her to 
abdicate. Coupled with these resolu- 
tions was another recognizing and de- 
claring that the people of Cuba were 
free and independent, and still an- 
other resolution pledging the United 
States government to allow the people 
of Cuba to select their own govern- 
ment. | 
“As soon ar the Spaniards shall have 
withdrawn, and peace shall be de- 
clared, the powers of the President of 
the United States in Cuba will have 
been btought te an end, and will 
have no more right or authority’ to 
maintain an army in the island than to 
maintain ai army in any friendly, free 
and independent foreign country, unless 
Coneress. in a treaty of peace, gives 
him additional authority to that ef- 
fect. I do not believe the treaty con- 
taining such provision will be ratified 
bv a two-thirds vote. This talk we 
hear about maintaining an army of 
50.000 men in Cuba, therefore, after the 
Spaniards, have left the island, to say 
the least(is not well considered. 
“There Will be no authority for such 
occupation, to begin with, and in the 
second place, the American people do 
not want an army in Cuba to watch

“Mv idea about Cuba is that we 
should follow. the programme of Con- 
gress. as cleagly marked out; that ‘is, 
drive out ine give the gov- 
ernme the natives are to choose a 
steadying hand and godspeed; bring 
our troops home, continue friendly re- 
lations, recognizing their independence 
and treating them fairly and justly;: 
and then await events. 

“It will not be long under such a 
policy until Cuba will appeal for an- 
rexation just as Hawaii has done. With 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, and _ the 
sugar. tobacco, coffee and other 
products of the islands in possession 
of the United States, Cuba must 
eventually become a part of the United 
States She cannot afford to stay out 
long under those conditions. Self- 
interest, as well as friendly feelings, 
will impel«her toward us.” 

Speaking of the proceedings of the 
Peace Commission, and the stories 
afioat that the Spanish commissioners 
are obstinate, Senator. Foraker said: 
“I am not surprised that we should be 
receiving such reports from Paris con- 
cerning the pro@eedings of the com- 
mission. The difficulty with the Peace 
Commission is that it never should 
have been. We should have had a 


‘treaty of peace, instead of a protocol 


at the conclusion of hostilities. But 
now ave have created this commission, 
we will be obliged to remain patient. 
“I recognize that the appointment of 
a commission to dea! with the subject 
of the Philippines is to some extent a 
concession to Spain, being a virtual 
confession that there is room for de- 
bate and controversy, as to what 
should be done with the islands. In 
that our commissioners § are handi- 
capped in the furtherance of the propo- 
sition to take the whole group and 
oust the Spaniards entirely.”

The Burden of Gen. Graham’s 


Complaints. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Gen. Gra- 
ham continued this’ testimony before 
the War Investigation Commission to- 
day. He furnished the commission a 
report showing the percemtage of sick- 
ness in his command from the list of 
May to the 30th of September. The 
statement showed a gradual increase 
for the period. The highest percentage 
was 6 per cent., toward the end of 
September. 

Gen. Graham believed that the prox- 
imity of the tents to one another at 
Camp Alger was responsible more than 
anythnig else for the sickness there, 
and the medical officers were also of 
this opinion. He thought the want of 
water for bathing purposes and habits 
of the men in, eating food other than 
that prescribed by the regulations had 
had a bad influence. In the beginning 
of the history of the camp there was 
no bathing place, but later the men 
were marched several miles in bri- 
gades, once @ week for baths. There 
had been no lack of medical supplies, 
bt some of the medical attendants were 
inexperienced and inefficient. 

Gen. Graham stated that the com- 
missary supplies were plentiful, but 
the men were often without food sup- 
plies because the regimental officers 
were not sufficiently impressed with the 
importance of renewing their food. 
This was pecially true in the case 
of fresh members.

PEACE COMMISSIONS 


Reported as Talking Much and 
Accomplishing Nothing.

PARIS, Oct. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The sittings of yesterday of the 
joint Peace Commission of the United 
States and Spain were devoted, accord- 
ing to the Gaulois, to an examination 
of the solution which it is possible to 
give to two questions in the protocol.

The Americans consider that 
they cannot -discuss the _ principles 
forming the base of the protocol, to 
which the Spaniards reply that the 
protocol was signed at a critical mo- 
ment and under so pressing a neces- 
sity that it cannot be comsidered as ex- 
pressing the sovereign will of a free 
nation.

WAR MEASURE MODIFIED.

WASHINCTON, Oct. 12.—Secretary 
Alger has issued an order on the requi- 
sition of Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Spalding, modifying in severa) 
particulars the charges imposed as a 
War on vessels entering Cu- 
ban ports in possession of the United 
States. 

Distinction in tonnage duties  be- 
tween the entries of vessels in Cuba 
from Cuban ports in possession of the 
United States and those still under 
Spanish control is abrcgated. The tax 
of 20 cents a ton on entry from a port 
not in Cuba will be levied not more 
than ten times during a year, and the 
coasting trade tax of 2 cents a ton is 
not to be levied more than twenty 
times a year. A vessel which has paid 
the tax of 20 cents a ton on entering 
from a port not in Cuba, is not liable 
on the same voyage to further tonnage 
taxes on entering other Cuban ports. 
Express steamships, carrying mails 
for a regular service, shall be exempt 
from tonnage taxes upon being fur- 
nished by the Secretary of War with 
a certificate that it is so employed. 
This exemption is, in part, a military 
‘measure to secure the dispatch of 
mails, and rapid and rerular commu- 
nication between the United States and 
our garrisons, e#pecially on the south 
coast of Cuba.

Imprisoned Thirteen Years in 


Moro Castle, Havana,

ROCKFORD (Ill,) 12.~Samuel 
Ensign, an engineer of the old-time 
Racine and Mississippi Railroad, and 
a resident of this city for mamy:.years, 
has returned, old and broken in health, 
with a Bad story of imprisonmett and 
suffering in Cuba. When Ensign left 
Rockford he went to Cuba, where he 
obtained a situation as engineer in a 
sugar refinery. One night Ensign, with 
two fellow-workmen, resisted an as- 
sault made upon a native woman by 
Spanish soldiers. The next morning 
Ensign says all three were taken pris- 
oners to avana, where they were 
placed in Mofo Castle. One of the men 
died in seven mofiths and the other 
lived two and one-half years. 

For thirteen years ond five months 
Ensign alleges he was confined in the 
castle, allowed to speak to no one and 
only to walk through a corridor 204 
feet long for recreation. At the expira- 
tion of that time he was taken out to 
work with a ball and chain on his 
ankle, constructing @ plaza: At that he 
worked five years. He became friendly 
with the priests and attendants in a 
neighboring monastery ahd one night 
was spirited away and placed on a 
man-of-war that finally landed him in 
Mexico. When place qn prison Ensign 
claims that he had certificates of de- 
posit to the amount of $8000 and $1000 


in money, none of which was returned’ 
to him.

A dispatch from 
Manzanillo to the office of the Asso- 
ciated Press here says now that the 
American flag is flying over that city, 
the Cuban element has come to the 
surface.

to Havana by & trusted messenger. 
The Mayor, or Alcalde, had similar in- 
structions from the Minister of Jus- 
tice. But Col Ray, the American mil- 
itary commander at Manzanillo, is not 
the man to stand nonsense. He imme- 
diately suspended the protesting offi- 
cials and temporarily appointed others. 
Not a cent, however, was found in the 
treasury. 

The Spanish Club here, fearin 
trouble, has closed, and a company o

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 2.—

Press.] Gens. Lawton and Wood are 
seriously considering the advisability 
of eéstablishing quarantine against 
vessels coming here from _ infected 
ports, as they claim that, for its size, 
Santiago is one of the healthiest ports 
in the West Indies. There is absolutely 
no yellow fever, and the calentura 
fever is under complete control, and 
Gen. Lawton does not think it right to 
have his healthy men subjected to con- 
tagion from strangers coming from in- 
fected ports. 

The death rate now is but fifteen per 
day, and when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the population is 
composed in the main of people who 
have been brought to the verge of 
starvation, who. have lived in an at- 
mosphere of filth and, bad. smells, 
where every effort has been put forth 
by the authorities apparently to breed 
malaria, and where every other man 
you meet looks as though he had but 
a few days to live; where children up 
to 13 or 14+ wander around more or 
less in a state of nudity, every bone 
showing, often with arms and legs no 
larger around than the. neck of a bot- 
tle, it is wonderful to think that the 
death rate can be so low, and this con- 
dition speaks volumes for the sanitary 
orders enforced by Gen. Wood.

CONFLICTING REPORTS. 


PFACE COMMISSIONERS SAID TO BE 
WORKING IN HARMONY. 


That’s from One Correspondent—An- 
other’s Account is Fall of Dire 
Forebodings and Intimations of 
Spain’s Velled Threats—A Third 
Acknowledges Nobody Knows. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Notwithstanding the many 
conjectures regarding the attitude of 
the two veace commissions at Paris, 
and the likelihood of there being most 
strained relations between them upon 
the questions at issue, both the Paris 
and Washington special advices agree 
this morning that there is no founda- 
tion for such stories. 

The Sun’s Paris correspondent claims 
to be able to say on good authority 
that the rumored hitches are un- 
founded, and he goes on to say that 
really nothing is known of the details 
of the proceedings The World's Wash- 
ington correspondent says there have 
been no differences so far, which state- 
ment is credited to the highest author- 
ity at the national capital. Advices, it 
is said, Have been received by the 
State Department that proceedings are 
progressing in a most favorable man- 
ner; also that the same authority states 
the American forces will take formal 
control of Cuba December 1, no mat- 
ter whether the Spanish troops have 
been withdrawn or not. 

The Journal’s Paris correspondent, 
on the other hand, does not look at 
the situation from the same point of 
view as above set out, so far as the re- 
lations between the commissions are 
eoncerned Not only have the United 
States refused to assume or gliarafntee 
the Cuban debt, either directly or in- 
directly, but, as learned there yester- 
day, the American Peace Commission- 
ers will decline to make any agreement 
with Spain regarding the future form 
of government in Cuba. Sagasta is 
irritated at the disclosure of his in- 
structions to the Spanish commission. 
The time is not yet come for an offi- 
ciel utterance of the threat contained 
in his message to Montero Rios. The 
Spanish plan is to pursue the policy 
of conciliation, and yield all points un- 
til the Philippine question is taken up. 
At that point Spain will resist, and will 
refuse to evacuate Ctiba unless her 
sovereignty in the Philippines is rec- 
ognized. The Spaniards know that by 
that time the Congressional elections 
in America will be over, and that Presi- 
dent McKinley will be in a better po- 
sition to ignore public opinion in the 
settlement of térms 6f peacé. Spain 
will then demand that she be permitted 
either to reconquer the Philippines, or 
to sell them to the highest biddér. The 
financial situation in Spain overshad- 
ows everything else, and Sagasta hopes 
to solve it by this settlement of the 
Philippine question. 

SMALLPOX UNDER CONTROL. 

Late reports from Iloilo received at 
Manila yesterday are to the effect that 
the rebels have surrounded the city and 
are holding the Spaniards strictly 
within their defences. Natives about 
Manila show no disposition to commit 
any overt act egainst the Americans, 
although rumors of a Spanish clerical 
plot have been revived. The outbreak 
of smallpox is probably under control, 
oly oné néw case having béen re- 
ported at Manila since Saturday. The 
Scandia will be converted into a hos- 
pital ship and used to take the con- 
valescents on short sea voyages. 

MORB YELLOW FEVER. 

The Resolute was ordered from Ha- 
vana yesterday to Dry Tortugas, hav- 
ing .two cases of yellow fever aboard.

SYRACUSE, Oct. 12.—The following 
agreement was reached today between 
the committee of the United Typo- 
thetae of America and the Shorter 
Work-day Committees of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union the Inter- 
national Printing Uressmen’s and As- 
sistants’ Union and the International 
Brotherhood of Bookbinders: 

“The United Typothetae of America

“That the said unions will endeavor 
in the mean time to equalize the scale 
of wages in the competitive districts, 
where, at present, there are serious in- 
equalities, upon the basis outlined by 
representatives of the Pressmen’s and 
Typographical unions at the Milwaukee 
convention of the United Typothetae 
of Amrica Provided, that nothi in 
this agreement shall be construed or 
operate to increase the hours in any 
city where they are now less than 
those specified. Provided, also, that 
wherever the employers of any city will 
not, prior to November 21, 1898, enter 
into an agreement with the local 
unions to carry out the above-men- 
tioned reduction of hours on the dates 
specified, the said union shall not be 
considered as restraining from endeav- 
oring to obtain from such employers 
the nine-hour day or fifty-four-hour 
week on any such earlier date as in 
their judgment they may elect.”’ 

The agreement will be submitted to 
the unions at tomorrow's session, and 
a spirited debate is anticipated. 


LETTERS OF CREDIT. 


Internal Revenue Commissioner De- 
cides They are not Taxable. 
{A TP. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has ren- 
dered a decision on the question of the 
taxability of letters of credit. The 
commissioner holds the letters are not 
bills of exchange, as they are not

The banners ©f war were unfurled; 
the best and bravest from every sec- 
tion responded; a mighty army was 
enrolled; the North and the South 
vied with each other in patriotic devo- 
tion; science was invoked to furnish its 
most effective weapons; factories were 
rushed to supply equipment; the youth 
and the veteran joined in, freely offer- 
ing their services to their country; vol- 
unteers and regulars and all the peo- 
ple rallied to the support of the re- 
public. There was no break in the 
line, no halt in the march, no fear in 
the heart. There was no resistance to 
the patriotic impulse at home; no suc- 
cessful resistance to the patriotic spirit 
of the troops fighting in distant waters, 
or on a foreign shore. 

“What a wonderful experience it has 
been from the standpoint of patriotism 
and achievement! The storm broke so 
suddenly that it was here almost be- 
fore we realized it. Our navy was too 
small, though forceful with its modern 
equipment, and most fortunate in its 
trained officers and sailors. Our army 
had years ago been reduced to a peace 
footing. We had only 19,000 available 
troops when the war was declared, but 
the account which officers and men 
gave of themselves on the battlefields 
has never been surpassed. The man- 
hood was’ there everywhere. 
American patriotism was there, and its 
resources were limitless. The courage- 
ous and invincible spirit of the people 
proved glorious, and those who a little 
more than a third of a century ago 
were divided and at war with each 
other, were again united under the 
holy standard of liberty. Patriotism 
banished party feeling. Fifty millions 
of dollars for the immediate national 
defense was appropriated without de- 
bate or division, as a matter of course, 
and as only a mere indication of our 
mighty reserve power. 

“But if this was true of the begin- 
ning of the war what shall we say of 
it now, with hostilities suspended and 
peace near at hand, as we fervently 
hope? Matchless in its results, un- 
equaled in its completeness and the 
quick succession with which victory 
followed victory, attained earlier than 
it was believed possible; so compre- 
hensive in its sweep that every 
thoughtful man feels the weight of re- 
sponsibility which has been so sud- 
denly thrust upon us. And above all 
and beyond all, the valor of the Amer- 
ican army and the bravery of the 
American navy and the majesty of the 
American name stand forth in unsul- 
lied glory, while.the humanity of our 
purposes and magnaminity of our con- 
duct have given to war, always hor- 
rible, touches of noble generosity, 
Christian sympathy and charity and 
examples of human grandeur which 
can never be lost to mankind. Passion 
and bitterness formed no part of our 
impelling motive, and it is gratifying 
to feel that humanity triumphed at ev- 
ery step of the war’s progress. 

“The heroes of Manila and Santiago 
and Porto Rico have made immortal 
history. They are worthy successsors 
and descendants of Washington and 
Green, of Paul Jones, Decatur and Hull, 
and of Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and 
Logan, of Farragut, Porter and Cush- 
ing, and of Lee, Jackson and Long- 
street. New names stand out on the 
honor roll of the nation’s great men, 
and with them, unnamed, stand the 
heroes of the trenches and the forecas- 
tle, invincible in battle and uncom- 
plaining in death. The intelligent, 
loyal, indomitable soldier and sailor and 
marine, regular and volunteer, are en- 
titled to equal praise, as having done 
their whole duty, whether at home or 
under the baptism of foreign fire. 

“Who will dim the splendor of their 
achievements? Who will withhold from 
them their earned distinction? Who will 
intrude detraction at this time to be- 
little the manly spirit of American 
youth, or impair the usefulness of the 
American navy? 

“Who will embarrass the govern- 
ment by sowing seeds of dissatisfaction 
among the brave men who stand ready 
to serve and die if need be for their 
country? Who will darken the counsels 
of the republic in this hour requiring 
the united wisdom of all? Shall we 
deny ourselves what the rest of the 
world so freely and so justly accords to 
us? The men who endured in the 
short, but decisive struggle, its hard- 
ships and privations, whether in the 
field or camp, or ship or in the siege, 
and planned and achieved its victories 
will never tolerate impeachment, either 
direct or indirect, of those who won a 
peace whose great gain to civilization 
is yet unknown, and the faith of a 
Christian nation recognizes the hand 
of Almighty God in the ordeal through 
which the United States has passed.

HOW FARETH PEARY? 


Some Anxiety Felt Because of Non- 
Arrival of News. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, ] 

ST. JOHNS (N. F.,) Oct. 12.—Some 
anxiety is beginning to be felt here 
because of the non-arrival of Lieut. 
Peary’s steamer,.the Windward, which 
is now due on her return from Sherard 
Osborne Fjord, west of Greeland, where 
it was planned that she should land 
Lieut. Peary and the members of his 
expedition. 

Capt. John Bartlett, in command of 
the Windward, wrote to his friends by 
the auxiliary steamer Hope, which 
accompanied the Windward as _ far 
north as Littleton Island, that he ex- 
fected to bring the Windward back 
about the first week in October. 

Sherard Osborne Fjord is about two 
hundred miles further north than Lieut. 
Peary’s previous anchorages. August 
13 the was at Etah, near the entrance 
to Smith's Sound. In a letter written 
on that date, he seemed to imply that 
he was about to proceed up the sound. 


FOREST RESERVES. 


Commissioner Hermann Reports on 
the Dangers Thereto, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.~The annual 
report of Commissioner Hermann of 
the General Land Office estimates that 
over eleven billions of feet of public 
timber have been destroyed by fire in 
the past thirty-five years, represent- 
ing, in value, many millions of dollars. 
The report says forest fires form the 
main subject for the attention of the 
Land Office now, threatening as they 
do, not only the growing forests, but 
the forest lands, whose productiveness 

it retards indefinitely. 

“The direct effect on the 
streams and dependent 
possibilities,” the report continues, 
“also must be considered. Moreover, 
the loss has been wholly without com- 
pensation, for none of the timber has 
gone to develop the country, and no 
loca] interests have been benefited, as 
largely in cases of forest cutting. 

“Many of our western forests are 
reported to be peculiarly liable to forest 
fires. the inflammable, highly-resinous 
trees in certain portions of the West, 
and the hot, dry climate of those re- 
gions. combining to make fires fre- 
quent and destructive. Under these 
“onditions the magnitude of the task 
ol protecting forests from the conflagra- 
tions that yearly sweep them is ap- 
parent, The matter is clearly one de- 
manding, from an economic § stand- 
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point, measures in proportiomto the 
issues involved.” 

Sheep grazing is another difficulty 
in administering some of the preserves, 
and special efforts have been directed 
toward finding the particular regions 
in which conditions demand the exclu- 
sion of sheep, and to determine the na- 
ture of the restrictions regulating sheep 
grazing in other regions. The report 
says: 

“Public ovinion is reported to have 
undergone recently a material change 
in favor of reservations. Sites of tim- 
ber is a subject now receiving special 
consideration with a view to inaugurat- 
ing a national system of timber-cut- 
ting, which will supply local demand 
for forest productions, at the same 
time yielding a fair money return to 
the government. During the year 355 
cases of trespasses on public lands 
were reported, involving public timber 
and its products to the value of $262,- 
182 recoverable to the government.” 

LAND CASES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The want 
of proper legislation and the lack of 
a sufficient force of special agents 
caused serious difficulties in prevent- 
ing timber depredation. Discussing 
land laws in Alaska, the commissioner 
savs if it shall hereafter be developed 
that there are large areas of arable 
lands, amounting to a considerable 
number of townships, in Alaska, he 
will adopt the system of independent 
base and meridian lines there, as prac- 
ticed in other districts where it is 
impracticable to extend the exterior 
lines over inaccessible portions of the 
country. Recommendations made in 
the report are mainly for the com- 
pulsory attendance of witnesses at 
contested land-case hearings before local 
land offices; legislation for disposing 
of coal lands in forest reservations; 
withdrawal of lands chiefiy valuable 
for timber for forest reservations: re- 
peal of the timber law of June 3, 1878, 
and August 4, 1892; a general law to 
protect and use timber on unsurveyed 
lands, and to increase the force of spe- 
cial agents to protect public timber.

| Street below as he ran. From there he 
erossed to the roof of the Bank of 
Birden, where he reloaded his revol- 
vers. Blood was flowing from a wound 
im his side, but with dogged determina- 
tion, against terrible odds, he contin- 
wed his flight. 

Jumping to the roof of the Rae & 
Gish drug store he halted behind a pro- 
jection from the roof of the building 
he had just left, and emptied the twelve 
Chambers of his two revolvers. Then, 
Springing from cover, Eyster dashed 
@head amid the raim of bullets to the 
roof of the Steed building, the upper 
Story of which is known as Miners’ 
Hall. He either fell or jumped through 
the skylight and landed im the arms of 
&@ crowd of miners, who seized him and 
carried him downstairs to the street. 
Other hands seized the almost un- 
Conscious man and he was dragged 
into the middle of the street. 

Local policemen drove back the crowd 
and carried Eyster to the city square, 
@cross the street, and laid him on the 

Eyster was motionless and 
Supposedly dead. In a few minutes he 
Was seen to raise his hand and wipe 
the blood from his face. Two men 
Sprang at him, and with the ferocity 
of tigers began jumping on his body 
and striking him in the head with 
stones. With a yell, the angry crowd 
charged into the square to kill Eyster. 
Whe police charged in a body, and 
fought their way to the center of the 
mob, where they took a stand over 
the prostrate, battered, bleeding man. 
A carrier was procured, and Eyster 
was taken to the Buckles Hotel. He 
had been shot through the groin, and 
ig terribly battered up about the head. 
The physicians say that he has barely 
@ chance for recovery. 

The dead miners were removed from 
the vicinity of the stockade to hotels 
and livery stables, and the wounded 
miners.were taken on litters to the 
station and taken to Springfield on the 
8 o’clock train. 

An Associated Press reporter secured 
admittance to the stockade late to- 
might. The list of dead and wounded 
inside the stockade follows:

Two doctors were at work with the 

wounded, and communication with 
them was prohibited. 

The stockade surrounds about twenty 
acres of ground in a square, and is 
made of pine boards, aninch thick, set 
edge to edge, about twelve feet high. 
On each of the four sides, about mid- 
way, is a small watch tower, contain- 
ing a guard armed with a Winchester. 
There are three entrances, which are 
closely guarded by half a dozen armed 
sentries day and night. The fight to- 
Gay occurred at the east entrance. 
There are about thirty-five big, strong 
men stationed inside the stockade to- 
night, each keeping watch through a 
loophole. The four towers have been 
deserted. 

Manager Lukens remained at his 
desk in the office all night, issuing or- 
ders to his men. He said tonight: ‘“‘The 
blood of every man shed here is on the 
Governor's head: He is absolutely out- 
side of the law, and has no justification 
whatever in refusing to send troops. 
His nublic statement that the miner 
had the same right to fight for'his prop- 
erty, which was his labor, as the mine- 
owner did to protect his property, in- 
' spired the men to the action which they 
took today in firing upon the train as

VIRDEN Oct. 12.—A detail of 
militia at 10:50 o’clock tonight killed 
ex-Lieutenant of Police Tom Preston 
of Chicago, at the stockade. He was 
standing outside the stockade as guard. 
The militia gave the by-standing min- 
ers the command to halt, and Preston 
stepped back to the gate. The militia 
fired, and he was shot in the stomach. 
He was carried into the office of the 
blockade, where he expired.

SITUATION AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Fourteen of the Victims Brought on 
Two Trains, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SPRINGFIELD Oct. 12.—The 
special train on the Chicago and Alton 
which brought the Alabama negroes 
from Virden, had eight wounded men, 
all deputies, except one, who was a 
negro miner, who were taken to the 
Springfield City Hospital. One of these 
men died tonight, William W. Carroll, 
a deputy sheriff. He was shot three 
times, one bullet passing through his 
neck from the right side, another pass- 
ing into the temple in the right side, 
and the third entered the brain over 
the eye, crushing the skull. Another 
train, which arrived at 9 o'clock, 
brought six wounded men, who are at 
St. John’s Hospital. Those at’ the 
Springfield Hospital are: 

WILLIAM CLARKSON, an inmate 
of the Soldiers’ Home at Leavenworth, 
Kan., a deputy; skull crushed, will die. 

H. A. KYGER, Bloomington, engi- 
neer on train; shot through arm. 

WILLIAM MASSER of St. Louis, 
deputy; shot through head, shoulder 
and hands, probably recover. 

JAMES PALMER, deputy sheriff; 
shot in left side of face, arm and side, 
will recover. Palmer had just been 
mustered out of the Third Nebraska 
Regiment. He refused to give his 
home. 

PATRICK M’KAY of Virden, em- 
ployed by the operators of the Chicago- 
Virden shafts; bullet went through 
thigh, will recover. 

ERNEST RYAN, a colored miner 
from Alabama; bullet went through 
head, will recover. 


JOHN M. HUNTER of Pontiac, the 


president of the Illinois District of the 
United Mine Workers of America, lies 
at the Collins House in a critical con- 
dition. 

Hunter got on the train which bore 
the colored miners to this city this aft-. 
ernoon and engaged in conversation 
with two of the colored miners. Some 
of the deputy sheriffs saw Hunter. and 
when the train was between North 
Grand avenue and the north shaft, and 
was going at the rate of eighteen miles 
an hour, it is estimated, the deputies 
attacked Hunter and pushed him off 
the train. A man who happened along 
later in a buggy saw Hunter lying 
near the track in an unconscious con- 
dition, and placed him in his buggy 
and took him to the Collins House. He 
is still unconscious. 

Gov. Tanner tonight wired the War 
Department, asking if the Fifth Illi- 
nois Infantry could not be placed at 
his disposal for use at Virden. Col. 
Culver, the commander of the Fifth, 
has tendered his services and those of 
the regiment to the Governor. 

A RIDDLED TRAIN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Oct. 12.—A 
train .which was riddled with bullets 
pulled into the Chicago and Alton 
depot here this afternoon from Virden, 
Ill. One deputy is dead. He was rid- 
ing on the front car with a Winchester, 
and the miners fired on him. He dis- 
charged his Winchester, and was shot 
to pieces. Engineer Bert Kyger of 
Bloomington, who was drawing the 
train, was shot in the arm. He gave 
way to Engineer Anderson at Auburn, 
about twelve miles north of Virden. 
The latter drove the train at a mile a 
minute. There were about 250 armed 
miners at Virden. The train was 
loaded with negroes, who say they 
came here under false repretsentations 

from operators. 

TANNER_FINALLY ACTS. 
LASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
SPRINGFIELD (lIll.,) Oct. 12.—Gov. 
Tanner today received a telephone mes- 
sage from Sheriff Davenport of Ma- 
coupin county that a fight between 
miners and those guarding stockades 
was still going on, and over 100 men 
had been killed. The Governor ordered 
out Capt. Craig, in command of Bat- 
tery B, and Sons of Veterans Compa- 
nies at Pana. Capt. Craig and troops 
will leave Pana for Springfield in a 
short time. Col. Hamilton was ordered 
to rendezvous four companies of his 
regiment at once at Springfield for 

equipment. 

Gov. Tanner said: “TI shall give Capt. 
Craig, who will commamd the troops 
at Virden, orders to suppress the riot 
and protect life and property and to 
not allow imported laborers to be un- 
loaded at that place. Stnce the mine 
owners have carried out their threat, 
influenced by avarice of gain, to preci- 
pitate riot amd bloodshed, I now pro- 
pose that they shall not further disturb 
the peace of this State. The mine 
owners and managers are responsible 
for and guilty of the murders brought 
about by this conflict and should be 
indicted by the grand jury of Macoupin 
coumty for murder, and I believe they 
will be.” 

MORE OF TANNER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Gov. Tanner was 
interviewed on the long-distance tele- 
phone and said: 

“IT have received a dispatch from 
Sheriff Davenport at Virden saying that 
one hundred had been killed and ask- 
ing that troops be sent immediately. 
Orders have been issued for the troops 
to go there. I think the number killed 
is exaggerated. From information I 
received by people who came here from 
Virden on the train carrying the 
negroes, I do not think that more than 
thirty were killed, but a great many 
were wounded. The killing seems to 
have been done by the deputies on the 
train, as nearly all of those killed amd 
wounded were striking miners. My in- 
formation is that very few of the depu- 
ties were hurt. Ié is, however, not al- 
together reliable. The trains came to 
Springfield and three or four bodies 
were removed there. The negroes were 
mot unloaded in Springfield. The 
train went north, I understand, and 
stopped at Sherman, the destination of 
the train being Bloomington.”’ 
CHARGES THEM WITH MURDER. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 


SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Oct. 12.—In an 
interview with Gov. Tanner this even- 
ing regarding the Virden riot, he said: 

“Mr. T. C. Louck, president, and Mr. 
Lukens, superintendent of the Virden 
Coal Company, at 12:30 o’clock today, 
made good their threat to land a train- 
load of imported ‘laborers from the 
South, and attempted to put them to 
work in their mines at the point of the 
bayonet. and the muzzle of the Win- 
chester—such laborers being drawn 
largely, if not entirely, from the crimi- 
nal class, ex-convicts, who learned their 
trade while doing time in the peniten- 


tiaries of Alabama—after having been 
fully advised and having full knowl- 
edge that thea landing of such imported 
laborers would precipitate a riot. I 
had wired them that if they brought 
these imported laborers they did so at 
their own peril, and under the circum- 
stances they would be morally re- 
sponsible and criminally liable for any- 
thing that might happen. 

“From the information I can gather 
at this time, the very minute the train 
stopped in front of the coal shaft, 
where the doors of the stockade were 
thrown open for the imported laborers 
to enter, the firing began. The killed 
and wounded are largely idle miners, 
who were on the outside. The others 
were the hired guards, who were 
brought along by the coal company. 
Most. if not all of them, were  non- 
residents of Illinois. There is no means 
of learning their names or where- 
abouts, for the reason that they de- 
clined to give them out, knowing, per- 
haps, that they are criminally liable for 
murder, as they had no _ permission 
from any Officer in Illinois, authorizing 
or deputizing them to act as deputy 
marshals or deputy sheriffs. 

“Instantly on learning of the trouble, 
I directed Adjt.-Gen. Reece to order 
Capt. Craig of the Galesburg Battery 
and one company of the Sons of Veter- 
ans’ Regiment, now stationed at Pana, 
to proceed at once by the quickest 
route to the scene of the trouble. Gen. 
Reece accompanied Capt. Craig, and i 
have instructed Gen. Reece to quell 
the riot and maintain order, protect 
life and property, to disarm all per- 
sons bearing arms, and to not allow 
imported laborers to unload froin 
any train within the limits of the city, 
nor to march in a body. 

“These avaricious mine-owners, who 
have so far forgotten their duty to so- 
ciety as to bring about this blot unon 
the fair name of our State, have gone 
far enough; yes, too far, as they had 
fair warning from me, by wire and tele- 
phone, that importation of labor which 
brings to our State an undesirable 
class of citizens had to stop. And I say 
now, to such and all others, that this 
is a thing of the past, that it shall not 
be tolerated in Illnois while I am Gov- 
ernor. These men, the president and 
officers of this company, who partici- 
pated in this riot by the bringing of 
imported labor, are guilty of murder, 
and I believe will be indicted by the 
grand jury of Macoupin county, and 
ee and convicted for this heinous cf- 
ense.”’ 


PRESIDENT LOUCK TALKS, 


He Has a Bone to Pick With the 
Governor. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—President C. W. 
Louck of the Chicago-Virden Company, 
who arrived at 9:30 o’clock tonight 
from the vicinity of the trouble, made 
the following statement to the Associ- 
ated Press: 

“Our position has been defined right 
along by the press, as the public can 
ascertain, and we simply desire to state 
that our employés arrived at Virden 
at about 12:30 today. We stopped the 
train opposite the gates, so that the 
men could go from the train into our 
works, when immediately the mob fired 
from all directions, and, very naturally, 
our men defended themselves. The con- 
sequences in full we do not know posi- 
tively as yet. 

“£#s to our future action, we propose 
to follow in the future as we have in 
the past legal procedure in the ovtain- 
ing of our legal rights, and shall take 
proper steps to secure redress against 
all who prompted, aided, abetted or 
participated in the riot of today, 
whether they are miners, miners’ 6offi- 
cials, State officials or others. 

“We shall determine before, we are 
through, whether the government of 
shis State can our colored popu- 
ation as ex-convicts, scalawa 
with impunity, and whether thie ored 
citizens of this country can have their 
rights under the Constitution set asi,» 
at the whim and pleasure of the gov- 
ernment of Illinois. We shall determine 
for ourselves and others in this State 
just how far a Governor can annul 
and evade the dutfes placed upon him 
by the Constitution and statutes of 
this State.”’ 

POLICE FORCE DISCHARGED.

ROSEBERRY’S WARNING, 


THE BLUE BOOK’S UTTERANCES 
_ MUST BE OBSERVED, 


No Ministry Can Palter Therewith 
and Live—France and Her Finag. 
Why He Hopes for Conciliation. 
Great Britain No Weakling. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

LONDOW, Oct. 12.—By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Lord Roseberry, the Liberal leader 
and former Prime Minister, presiding 
at an agricultural dinner at Epsom, re- 
ferred to the critical situation on the 
Upper Nile, said: 

“As I was responsible, both person- 
ally and ministerially, for the declara- 
tion of Sir Edward Grey, on which the 
present policy in regard to Fashoda is 
founded, and as ] have no disposition 
to recede from a word or a syllable of 
that declaration [Loud cheers.] I feel 
bound to say a few guarded and, | 
hope, inoffensive, words on a subject 
so vital to our interests. 

“Behind the policy of the government 
in this matter there is the untiring 
and united strength of the nation. No 
government that attempted to recede 
from it or palter therewith would last 
a week. Her Majesty's political advisers 
have only to maintain the attitude re- 
vealed in the blue book, and the nation 
will make any sacrifice and go to any 
length to sustain their action. 

“On the other side of the channel the 
question of the flag is an element of 
great gravity. We all honor that flag, 
and would not wish it the slightest dis- 
respect. But, after all, a flag is port- 
able, and I have some hope that the flag 
in this case is not the flag of France, 
but of an individual explorer, and not, 
therefore, carrying the full weight of 
the republic behind it. 

“Among the reassuring features is 
the fact that M. Delcasse, the French 


Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
ceived the representatives of Great 
Britain in a conciliatory spirit. By 


denying the existence of a Marchand 
mission, he has deprived Maj. Marchand 
of the character which would give the 
hoisting of a flag a more serious as- 
pect.” 
After mentioning the untenability of 
Mai. Marchand’s isolated position, 
Lord Rosebery said: ‘These consid- 
erations lead me to hope that the in- 
cident will be pacifically settled in a 
conciliatory manner, but France must 
understand there can be no compromise 
of the rights of Egypt.” © 
Referring, in conclusion, to the “gen- 
eral disposition in recent years to 
treat Great Britain as a negligible 
quantity, and to infringe upon her 
rights in various parts of the world,” 
he said: ‘The present government has 
shown no want of conciliation—some 
think too much. If the nations of the 
world are under the impression that the 
ancient spjrit of Great Britain is dead; 
that her resources are weakened, and 


q | South ‘to the same 


that her population is less determined 
than ever to maintain her rights and 
the honor of her flag, they make a 
mistake that can only end in disastrous 
conflagration. The strength of British 
ministries does not lie in the votes they 
can command in Parliament, but in the 
intrepid spirit of a united people. Let 
other nations remember that cordiaiity 
between pations can only rest upon 
mutual respect for one another’a rights. 
Both Africa and Asia have recently 
furnished sirange object lessons ‘n in- 
ternational law and international prac- 
tice. If that mutual respect be not 
cultivated, we shall ultimately relapse 
into a state of things mos* per!'ous to 
peace, and the weifare of humanity.” 

The speech was punctuated with loud 
cheers.

Day Dispatches Condensed. 

At Syracuse, N. Y., yesterday the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union selected Detroit as 
the place of meeting in 1900, by a vote of 125 
to 8 for Toronto, and 4 for Niagara Falls. 

The annual report of the Great Northern

The annual report of the superintendent 
of the Military Academy is made this year 
to the War Department, by Lieut.-Col. 0O. 
H. Hyne, who commands the academy 
in the absence of Col. Ernest, now in Porto 
Rico. He says that the discipline of the 
cadets has been very good and the usual 
high standard of drill has been maintained. 

Cardinal Gibbons, who is here attending 
the meeting of the archbishops at the Cath- 
olic University, received a cablegram from 
Rome yesterday announcing that the Pope 
had appointed Archbishop Chappelle of New 
Orleans as apostolic delegate to Cuba. He 
will retain his position at. New Orleans, his 
new field being a special mission. Arch- 
bishop Chappelle is now at Rome. 

At Philadelphia yesterday Benjamin J. Hay- 
wood, former State Treasurer, waived a hear- 
ing on the charge of conspiracy with United 
States Senator M. 8S. Quay, R Quay and 
Charles H. McKee of Pittsburgh to misuse 
the funds of the State on deposit in the 
People’s Bank of Philadelphia. Haywood gave 
bail in the sum of $5000 for his appearance 
at the November term of court, David H. 
Lane, a leading politician, becoming his se- 
curity. 

A Boston dispatch says Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., who are back of the movement to 
combine nine of the national banks of that 
city into one institution, have sent a_ cir- 
cular to the stockholders of the Columbian, 
Revere, and Howard National Banks, an- 
nouncing that their offer of September 15, 

8, to purchase stock, will be withdrawn 
October 13, 1898, and that after that date no 
stock will be purchased from them under 
that offer. 

A New York dispatch says the Times 
says officials of the United States Leather 
Company refuse to confirm or deny the 
rumor that, within a few days, owing to 
lack of profit in the leather business, it 
will endeavor to lower the price of bides 
and advance that of leather, by ciosing 
many, if not all, its tanneries and depend- 
ent industries. . The tanneries in the East 
and South number about one hundred. The 
price of hides just now is almost prohibitive. 
A Manila cablegram says that in accord- 
ance with a general order from the military 
governor, all the Spanish civil courts within 
the Philippines, now subject to American con- 
trol, have resumed the exercise of their juris- 
diction, subject to the supervision of the 
American military government, which re- 
serves the exclusive right to exercise criminal 
jurisdiction. The Spanish papers here al- 
lege that the insurgents of Iloilo have sur- 
rendered to Gen. Rios, but the statement is 
generally discredited. 

A Fort Worth (Tex.) dispatch says James 
J. Hagerman of Colorado Springs is authority

Mather, Cleveland; Roswell P: Flower, ex-

York and Nathaniel Thayer of Boston. The 
three men who filed the articles of incorpo- 
ration in New Jersey are retained as nom- 
inal directors to complete the full board. It 
is expected, however, that in a few weeks 
John W. Cates, president of the Illinois Steel 
Company, and Samuel Spencer, president of 
the Elgin, Joliet and Illinois Railway, will 
take their places on the board. One of: the 
projects that will be considered by the new 
Federal Company will be the establishment 
of a mammoth ship-building plant in or 
near New York for the construction of steel 
merchant vessels and men-of-war.

Augustine Burtinier Confesses Kill- 
ing Brown—Masanic Home Dedi- 
cated at Decoto—Rear-end 
Train Smash in Oregon.

TEMP JETON, Oct. 12.—West-bound 
freight train No. 34, on the coast di- 
vision, was wrecked at Havel, six 
->jles south of here, today. The en- 
»ine and several cars left the track on 
a sharp curve, rolling down an em- 
Sankment fifty feet. engine, ten- 
ler and three cars jumped over and 
ahead of the engine. 

The engineer, McIntyre, the fireman 
and two brakemen were on the engine 
at the time and were badly scalded. 
Engineer McIntyre was badly scalded 
about the head, and also had his head 
badly cut. Brakeman Clem Powers 
was very badly scalded. The fireman 
and the other brakeman were not seri- 
ously injured. The men were taken to 
San Luis Obispo on a special train. 

The track was cleared at a late hour 
this afternoon. All east-bound trains 
were delayed seven hours. The cause 
of the wreck is as yet unknown. 


BURTINIER KILLED BROWN. 


Bat He Will not Say Much About 
the Tragedy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Oct. 12.—Augustine Bur- 
tinier has confessed to an Associated 
Press reporter that he killed Frank 
Brown. In an interview at the County 
Jail this morning, he said: “I killed 
that. man; he tried to catch me.” 

This is the first time the man has 
consented to talk of the crime. When 
he was seen he was asked where he 
was going yesterday morning; if he 
had been hunting before Brown was 
killed. The fellow is hard of hearing, 
and in addition is sullen and morose, 
and. seemingly of low intellectuality. 
After some hesitancy, he said in slow, 
careful words that he was after birds. 

“Where were you going?” he was 
asked. 

“To the Tully place,” he answered. 

“Had you been hunting before you 
saw Brown?’ 

The man hung his head and looked 
steadily at the floor, his lips twitching, 
but he said not a word. The question 
Mate repeated: “Had you been hunt- 
ng?” 

Then the man threw up his head and 
nterjected: “I killed that man; he 
ried to catch me.” 

He would ‘say no. 
o make dny explanation, dropping into 
he sullen silent mood which he so con- 
snually maintains. From the evidence 
vefore the Coroner’s jury it would ap- 


ear that the man was out for a hunt 


vhen he crossed Brown's field, at which 
ime the killing occurred. If this be 
aot true, then some explanation as to 
ote 8 he was there witha gun will be in 
order. 


SALVADOR CUSTOMS. 
Horrible Cruelties Perpetrated on 
Political Prisoners. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The 
steamer City of Pana, arrived today 
from South American ports. The ves- 
sel brings news of executions and hor- 
rible cruelties perpetrated upon politi- 

cal prisoners in Salvador. 

Refefring to the execution of prison- 
ers, El Clarion says that at Armenia, 
a small city of the republic, Los Veza 
de Izalco, a prominent citizen, was 
shot, while Don Angel Vasquez and 
Don Delfin Barrios died in prison as the 
result of cruelties on the part of Gen. 
Aravalo. In the Police Station Don 
Venanzio Salazar and Don Jesus Valdes 
were triced up by the thumbs, and Col. 
Don Servando Perdeza and Don Vir- 
gillo Valencio were shot. These offi- 
cers had distinguished themselves in 
the army under the régime of the Pres- 
ident. 

Continuing, the article in El Clarion 
asserts that twenty ladies have been 
expelled from Salvador, among whom is 
the wife of Don Macario Martinez, one 
of the most prominent citizens of Sal- 
vador City. Furthermore, under the 
direction of Gen. Villiegas, five persons 
were shot in San Pedro, while at San 
Miguel many were executed by Gen. 
Villa Vicencio. 

It appears also that the editor of El 
Latijo, a journal of Salvador. incurred 
‘he displeasure of the government, 
»wing to the publication of several ar- 
ticles in his journal in defense of cer- 
tain students. For this he was pub- 
licly whipped, as was also the Judge 
who rendered a decision in favor of 
the students.

Impressive Dedicatory Exercises 
Held Yesterday at Decoto.

DECOTO, Oct. 12.—The _ dedication

Tax oan the Davis Estate. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12,-Judge 
Coffey has made an order in the set- 
tlement of the estate of Jacob Z. Davis, 
placing the market value of the estate 
at $875,814 for the purpose of fixing the 
collateral inheritance tax to be paid by 
Lizzie Meier and Belle Curtis, legatees 
of the estate, into the treasury. The 
court finds that each must pay $20,729. 


Red Cross Generosity. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The Cal- 
ifornia Red Cross Society has sent to 
O. H. J. Schilott, its agent in Manila, 
a cable order for $1000 and instructions 
to draw on a Shanghai bank for $700 
more. The money will be used for the 
benefit of the First California Volun- 
teers in the Red Cross Hospital at 
Manila. 


W. J. Bryan Must Pay. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—In the 
United States Court of Appeals today 
judgment of the Superior Court was 
affirmed in the case of the United 
States against W. J. Bryan, formerly 
postmaster of San Francisco, to re- 
cover $10,000 stolen by a clerk and em- 
ployé. Bryan must now pay up. 


Child Played With Matches, 


SAN JOSE, Oct. 12.—A little three- 
year-old daughter of J. E. Garrett, 
while playing with some matches last 
afternoon, was frightfully burned. Her 
injuries were so serious that she was 
insensible when found. She died this 
morning about 6 o'clock, after intense 
suffering. She had inhaled the flames. 


Fire at the Mammoth Mine. 


REDDING, Oct. 12.—Word reached 
this city today of the destruction by 
fire last night of the engine-room of 
the Mammoth mine, in Old Diggings 
district.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Oct. 12.—In a 
rear-end collisionstoday, between two 
freight trains on the O. R. and 
road, two engines and a number of 
freight cars were badly demolished. No 
one was injured. 


Gustave Walter’s Estate. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The ‘es- 
tate of Gustav Walter has been ap- 


praised at $171,804. Of this amount 
$53,289 is represented by money in bank 
and $25,000 by Walters’s interest in the 
Walter Orpheum Company. Many 
promissory notes held by the estate are 
appraised as of no value. Frederick 
W. Lees, Maritz Friedlander and John 
B. Curtis acted as appraisers.

HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


Elect Officers—Will Meet Next at San 
Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The depu- 
ties of the Episcopalian triennial con- 
ference today, after a long discussion, 
adopted the following article: 

“Dioceses and missionary districts 
may be united into provinces in such 
manner, under such conditions, and 
with such powers as shall be provided 
by canon of the general convention; 
provided, however, that no _ diocese 
shall be included in the provinces with- 
out its consent.’”’ 

Article 8 of the proposed new con- 
stitution, relating to the quafifications 
of priests and deacons necessary to 
examination and consecration was 
then taken up. An amendment pro- 
posed by Rev. Dr. Eastor of Los An- 
geles was adopted, providing that in 
the declarations of belief, required of 
bishops, priests and deacons, the word 
“doctrines” shall be in the singular 
form as representing the fundamental 
principle of belief of the church, and 
issued to the plural form, which sets 
forth its teachings. 

A message was received the 
house of bishops announcing the selec- 
tion of San Francisco as the place for 
holding the council of 1901. The bishops 
spent the entire afternoon in conSid- 
eration of the canon relating to the re- 
marriage of divorced persons, but with- 
out finishing it, adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

Incidental to the convention was a 
meeting today of the American church 
building fund commission. The annual 
report showed that its fund amounts 
to $343,890, an increase during the last 
three years of $68,000. A motion that 
the scope of the fund be enlarged so 
as to loan money to erect rectories and 
schoolhouses, was referred to the board 
of missions. 

The officers elected include the fol- 
lowing: President, Rt. Rev. John 
Williams; vice-presidents, Rt. Revs. 
Henry B. Whipple, William C. Doane, 
George D. Gillespie, Thomas A. Star- 
kev. Cortlandt Whitehead and Bishops 
Johnson of Los Angeles, Nichols of 
California, and Talbot of Central Penn- 
Sylvania; secretary-general, James G. 
Wilson; corresponding secretary, Rev. 
J. Newton Perkins; treasurer, George 
C. Thomas of Philadelphia, and as- 
sistant treasurer, E. W. Roberts of 
New York; also a board of seventeen 
trustees. 


AMERICA AT PARIS. 


Commissioner-General Peck 
eling for Space There. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says Ferdinand 
W. Peck, commissioner-general to the 
Paris Exposition, said, in an interview: 

“The director-general officially  in- 
forms us that some of the requests for 
additional space made by me in behalf 
of the American exhibitors, have been 
granted. Since my arrival in Paris I 
have been devoting myself to this 
question. In the original allotment the 
section set aside for the United States 
amounted to about 900,000 square feet. 
This was not enough by half. I pointed 
this out to the exposition officials, and 
told them of the enormous number of 
manufacturers who desire to be repre- 
sented by their products, and impressed 
upon them the fact that great en- 
thusiasm prevailed in the United States 
in regard to the exposition, so that it 
was not a question of how much space 
we wanted, but how much they would 
give. We wanted, I said, every inch 
that was obtainable. 

“T have already secured concessions 
bringing up the allotment of about 
150,000 square feet, and I am most san- 
guine that it will finally be not less 
than 250,000. When I return to the 
United States early in November, I 
shall be able to state exactly what our 
American exhibitors can count upon. 
Until then it will be impossible to pro- 
ceed with the work of distribution.” 


GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 
Knights 


Sitrug- 


Propose Amendments to 

Their Constitution. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 12.—The Grand 
Encampment of the Knights Templars 
resumed its meeting today in Carnegie 
Hall. Past Grand Master James H. 
Hopkins of Washington, D. C., pro- 
posed two amendments to the constitu- 
tion. In one it was proposed to amend 
Section 3 of Article 1 so as to read: 

“A stated conclave shall be held tri- 
ennially in Washimgton, D. C., on the 
second Tuesday of October, unless the 
Grand Encampment shall, at a stated 
conclave, designate some other time 
and . place.”’ 

The other proposed to amend Section 
1, Article 1, by placing the Grand 
Prelate next im line after the Grand 
Junior Warden. An amendment was 
also offered by Past Grand Master of 
Nebraska William S. Bowen, to the 
code of statutes as follows: 

‘‘Membership in a commandery is de- 
pendent upon and co-existent with 
membership in a lodge of Free Masons. 
Any companion of the Red Cross of 
Knights Templar who remaims for six 
months unaffiliated with a lodge of 
Free Masons is ipso facto suspended 
in Knight Templary, such suspension 
to be terminated by affiliation with a 
lodge.”’ 

Tomorrow the designation of the place 
for the next encampment will be de- 
cided ‘upon. While there are several 
cities anxious to get the encampment— 
among them Atlantic City, Niagara 
Falls, Milwaukee, Los Angeles, De- 
troit and Louisville—it looks from the 
way the Kentuckians are working that 
they will carry off the palm. 


Exceuted by a Mob. 


YORK, Oct. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hongkong says: “A 
dispatch from Chemulpo states that 
the three accused poisoners were exe- 
cuted at Seoul last night. The mob 
dragged the bodies through the street. 
There was no other violence. The situa- 
tion is serious.”

City Atiditor Nichols made the first

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
will ask the Council to advertise for 
bids to supply the fire department with 
6000 feet of fire hose, which Chief 
Moore reported at the meeting was 
necessary to the proper conduct of his 
department. It is anticipated that the 
announcement will precipitate a fight 
among bidders. a 

The decision of Judge Smith, ren- 
dered yesterday in the Weitzell case, 
though long deferred, settles the ques- 
tion—apart from any appeal that may 
he made to the Supreme Court— 
whether what has commonly been 
known as the pool ordinance is valid or 
not. Judge Smith holds that it is, and 
that even in the excepted times of race 
meetings the ordinance does not 
authorize pool-selling, but only fails 
to make provision for the punishment 
of offenders at such times. 

Dan McCarty and Herbert Wright, 
the two brakebeam travelers, as they 
represented themselves, who are 
charged with having held up Mrs. 
Crank and a man named Ragsdale at 
Lamanda Park last week, were exam- 
ined and held to answer by Justice 
Young yesterday. 

A somewhat complicated suit for an 
accounting is being heard by Judge 
Shaw. The parties to the suit are col- 
ored people, who inherited valuable 
property on Spring street and Broad- 
way from Biddy Mason, a wealthy 
woman who died in 1890. 

The Burbank rancher, Kuntz, who 
wandered into the Police Station and 
attracted attention by threatening to 
burn all the churches, was yesterday 
tommitted to Highland. A guardian 
of his estate will be appointed, to look 
out for the small amount of property 
he owns.

ON THE HIGHWAY. 


DAN McCARTY AND HERBERT 
WRIGHT HELD OVER. 


Identified as the Men Who Held Up 
Mra. Crank and Ragsdale at 
Lamanda Park—Bail Fixed at 
$1000 Each. 


The two would-be highwaymen, Dan 
McCarty and Herbert Wright, who 
were arrested on the charge of having 
attempted to rob Mrs. Crank, and who 
later on the same evening did succeed 
in holding up J. Ragsdale, had their 
preliminary examination concluded yes- 
terday in the Township Court before 
Justice Young. 

Wright is an Englishman, and, as 
appeared from the evidence, has been 
well-known in the neighborhood where 
he and his companion took to the 
highway. Both men have contended 
since their arrest that on the night in 
question they went, in company with 
a boy named Pearson, into the Chap- 
man depot, about a mile from Lamanda 
Park, at about 6:30 o’clock in the even- 
ing, and slept there all night. 

Mrs. Crank, in testifying, stated that 
the two men who assailed her did so 
about 7 o’clock in the evening, just as 
the dusk of the evening was merging 
into night. One of the defendants— 
Dan McCarty—she identified positively 
as being one of the two men. Mr. 
Ragsdale testified that it was about 
7:30 o’clock when he was held up by 
the two men. It was Wright who 
levelled a pistol at him, while Mce- 
Carty stood about three feet away. 
Ragsdale told them he had nothing, 
and Wright then hit him ovér the 
head, causing him to partially fall. 

After the alarm was given and an 
organized search was made for the 
highwaymen, Ragsdale stated that at 
10 o’clock he went through the aban- 
doned Chapman depot, and after care- 
ful examination, found that it was 
empty. Lewis Butler, a _ brother-in- 
law of Ragsdale’s, swore that he saw 
the defendants in the little town of 
Sierra Madre on the night of the 
hold-ups, at about 8:30 o'clock. They 
had their hats pulled down over their 
eyes, and stood with the moonlight be- 
hind them, so that he could not dis- 
cover their faces. Their attitude made 
him suspicious, knowing that his 
brother-in-law had been held up, and 
he noticed their clothing particularly. 
He asked them if they were from the 
Hastings ranch, and they answered in 
the negative, and he then inquired if 
they lived in town, and to that ques- 
tion they replied that they lived in 
the next block. The witness said he 
knew that must be untrue, as the next 
block was occupied by a church. He 
then jumped upon his wheel and went 
off to join Ragsdale and others in the 
search that was being made. Butler 
said that he had known Wright inti- 
mately, but didn’t recognize him at 
night on account of his hat being 
pulled down, but next day he recognized 
both men by their clothing. 

Wright took a hand in cross-examin- 
ing this witness himself, but did not 
elicit anything of any importance. On

BIDDY MASON’S PROPERTY. 
The Colored Heirs at Outs Over an 
Accounting. 

The suit for an accounting by Harriet 
Washington against her nephew, Rob- 
ert C. Owens, is now on trial in De- 
partment Five before Judge Shaw. All 
the parties to the suit are colored peo- 
ple, and the present trouble’ arose 
through the defendant acting as agent 
of certain property on Spring street 
and Broadway, inherited from the 
wealthy old colored woman, Biddy 
Mason, who died in 1890. 

The plaintiff owns a life estate in a 
certain two-story building on Spring 
street, acquired under the will of 
Biddy Mason, and at her decease it 
was then to revert to the defendant 
and his brother, the latter since de- 
ceased. The plaintiff having no busi- 
ness knowledge or aptitude, and hav- 
ing, as she alleged, the most implicit 
confidence in her nephew’s integrity, 
appointed him her agent in the col- 
lection of rentals. Since January, 1891, 
until September, 1897, he acted in that 
capacity, but last year, Mrs. Washing- 
ton avers that she discovered that her 
trusted nephew had been holding out 
on her. She says that during the en- 
tire time he collected from $125 to $175 
per month, in all about $12,500; paid 
taxes aggregating about $2417.41. and 
handed over to her from $20 to $25 per 
month, or in all about $1642. When 
she demanded an accounting, the de- 
fendant refused, and then the present 
suit was begun. 

On the other hand, the defendant is 
contending that he not only expended 
large sums in repairs upon the build- 
ing, but paid interest on a mortgage 
of $2000 left on the property by Biddy 
Mason, and finally wiped it out from 
the rental proceeds. 

Counsel in the case are delving deeply 
into plumbers’, paper-hangers’ and 
other accounts of similar character, 
but inasmuch as the property in dis- 
pute forms part of a block owned by 
other relatives, both, however, being 
administered in common, the investiga- 
tion is proceeding slowly. 


POOL SELLING FORBIDDEN, 


The Case Against Weitzell Decided 
After Eight Months. 

A decision on the old-time case of 
F. Weitzell, charged with having vio- 
lated the city ordinance which pro- 
hibits pool selling, was decided by 
Judge Smith on appeal yesterday. The 
defendant was tried and convicted in 
the city court and was fined $100, with 
the alternative of serving 100 days in 
the City Jail. From that judgment and 
the order denying a new trial an appeal 
was taken in February last. 

The main point relied upon by the 
defense in appealing the case was that 
the pool ordinance was invalid, in that 
it purported to regulate pool selling, 
and in so doing was in conflict with the 
city charter. Section 1 of the ordi- 
nance reads: “It shall be unlawful for 
any person to conduct or carry on, or in 
any capacity to assist in carrying on 
the business of a pool-roum, or to con- 
duct or assist im conducting the busi- 
ness of making books or selling pools 


j on races or other contests within the 


corporate limits of the city of Los An- 
geles; provided that this ordinance 
shall not prohibit making books or 
selling pools during race meeting om 
horse races run or conducted on any 
track or ground all or any part of 
which is within the corporate limits of 
the city of Los Angeles.” 

The defense claimed that, while the 
city charter .provided that the city 
might ‘prohibit’ and “suppress” this 
species of gambling, it mowhere pro- 
vided for its regulation. Judge Smith 
held, in his decision yesterday, that if 
the ordinance in question really did 
“regulate’’ pool selling, it would be 
vold, but he did not so construe it. 
“The language of the ordinance 
is prohibitory,” said he, “though 
it is true there is an ex- 
ception in the act as to time, it pro- 
ae that it shall not apply to the 
period cf race meetings conducted on 
tracks wholly or in part within the 
city limits. This, as to such time, 
leaves the law the same as it stood 
prior to the enactment of such ordi- 
nance; it does not authorize pool sell- 
ing during such times. 

“The city of Chicago, under a similar 
provision to that of our charter, passed 
an ordinance against pool selling, but 
excepting the inclosures of fairs or 
race track associations during the 
actual time of the meeting of said as- 
sociations. The Supreme Court of Ili- 
nois held the ordimance to be valid, and 
that it in no sense authorized or sanc- 
tioned bookmaking or pool selling in 
the excepted places, but simply made 
no provision for the punishment of 
those who might do the acts within 
the imclosures at such times.” 

The other points raised by the de- 
fense rested upon the one noted, and 
consequently Judge Smith affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


Important Criminal Cases Continued 
to Sacramento, 

Several criminal cases of importance, 
including the one of the people against 
Vereneseneckockockhoff, the defendant 
being charged with murder at San 
Francisco, were continued by consent 
yesterday to Sacramento. 

Upon motion of W. H. Fuller, Esq., 
and presentation of license from the 
Supreme Court of Illinois, K. D. Har- 
ger, Esq., was admitted to practice as 
attornev in the several courts of this 
State. In like manner, upon motion 
of G. P. Adams, Esq., and presentation 
of license from the Supreme Court of 
Michigan, Harvey Sparling, Esq., was 
admitted to practice.

Probably some oil man resorted to 
the illegal practice of ‘‘shooting”’ a 
well, and then took especial pains to 
prevent the discovery of the location of 
the explosion.

BERLIN, Oct. 12.—[By Atlantic Cae 
ble.] The Emperor and Empress of 
Germany started at 8 o'clock this 
morning on their journey to the Holy 
Land. They will go direct to Constane- 
tinople and thence to Palestine. The 
suite to the Emperor includes General 
Physician Luitpold, Count von Eulen- 
berg, Grand Marshal of the Court Gen, 
von Hahnke, the chief of His Majesty's 
private military Cabinet; Dr. von Liles 
canus, the chief of His Majesty’s pri- 
vate civil cabinet; Baron von Beulow, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs; Lega- 
tion Councillor Klehmet and a number 
of other officials. The Empress has with 
her three ladies of the court and Court 
Marshal Baron von Mirbach. The im- 
perial party is also accompanied by @ 
body of gendarmes and by eighteen 
equerries. The gendarmes have been 
taught photography, and by the Em- 
peror’s order will photograph every=- 
thing of interest, under the instruce 
tions of Sergte.-Maj. Guessow and 
Sonnenstuhl. 

There are 110 trunks in the baggage 
cars, many of them of immense size 
and containing the dresses of the Em- 
prees. One enormous box, which does 
not leave the Emperor’s vicinity, is in 
charge of a high functionary. It conm- 
tains valuable @ifts and decorations, 
valued at 4,000,000 marks for oriental 
officials. Only six horses were taken, 
and they are for the Emperor’s per 
sonal use. 

The Sultan of Turkey bought thirty 
six carriage horses in Berlin for the 
use of the Empress of Germany and 
her suite. The Sultan also bought in 
Berlin all the uniforms and weapon® 
needed for the ceremonies, which hag 
caused merchants to rejoice. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS. 


Enormous Numbers Shipped Out of 
New Mexico This Fall. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Oct. 12,< 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] More sheep 
lambs are being shipped out of this 
Territory than in any previous years 
Sheep men estimate that there will be 
in the neighborhood of half a million 
lambs shipped from here to pastures 
in Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri this fall. As sheep men are 
receiving on the average of $2 a head, 
this will represent about $1,000,000 
poured into the Territory from this 
source alone. Nearly 200 double-decked 
cars were loaded with lambs here yes- 
terday, and sent north last night and 
today. 

It has just leaked out that Noble 
Berggren, son of a big Nebraska sheep- 
buver. was successful in moving out of 
the Territory 10,000 sheep, upon which 
there was a claim of several thousand 
dollars held by the First National Bank 
of this city. The vice-president of the 
bank, M. W. Flourney, was informed 
that the Berggrens had secretly ordere@ 
cars from the Santa Fé Railroad to 
be delivered at Las Vegas for the 
sheep, the stock then being driven 
across ranges to the shipping stocke 
yards. 

Mr. Flourney took the first passenger 
train and caught up with Noble Berg- 
gren and the sheep at Denver, Colo. 
He took possession of the sheep, thus 
securing the bank's claims, but it is 
stated that other banks in the Terri- 
tory, which had advanced money on 
the Berggrens on their speculations, 
will be heavy losers,

A COWARDLY ATTACK. 

A. J. Johnston, Republican candi- 
date for State Printer, has been made 
the object of a mean and cowardly 
attack, by some person or persons Uun- 
known. This attack is in the form uf 
an anonymous circular, which has 
been distributed broadcast through- 
out the State. The circular is in ef- 
fect a rehash o1 the charges made 
geome two years ago against the man- 
agement of the State printing office, 
by Gov. Budd. These charges, as is 
shown by the records, were thor- 
oughly investigated, and were pro- 
nounced untrue, by a special commit- 
appointed by the Legislature of 
897. This committee, in its report 
he Legislature, said: 

“The testimony taken has been 
very full, and much time has been de- 
woted to this hearing. And, having 
given the whole subject careful con- 
sideration, we are of the opinion that 
the office of Superintendent of State 
Printing has been conducted on busi- 
mess principles, and with economy 
anda due regard for the public in- 
terests.”’ 

The motives which impelled Gov. 
Budd to make his unwarranted at- 
tack upon the management of the 
State printing office may never be 
definitely revealed. But it is a no- 
torious fact that he acted in con- 
sonance with the book ring, which was 
msing every means within its power 
to destroy the State school book sys- 
tem. At all events the Governor, 
after Mr. Johnston had been fully 
vindicated by the investigation and 
report of the Legislative committee, 
refused to recognize the report as 
an exoneration, and did his utmost to 
cripple the efficiency of the State 
printing office by vetoing the appro- 
priation for its support made by the 
Legislature. 

The foregoing is a matter of State 
history. The anonymous circular 
above referred to is an unwarranted 
and an unworthy sequel to the founda- 
tionless attack upon State Printer 
Johnston two years ago. The fact 
that this latest attack is anonymous 
is enough to condemn it in the eyes 
of all decent men. The further fact 
that it has been made upon the eve 
ef election, affording no adequate 
opportunity for the candidate attacked 
fo defend himself against the accusa- 
Zions of his enemies, is proof conclu- 
five that the assault is inspired by 
Malice and founded upon falsehood. 
Commenting upon this anonymous 
tack, the Sacramento Bee says, with 
Wrseness and force: 


“The circular, unsigned and wun- 
ywned, which has been issued against 
State Printer Johnston, rehearses all 
the old charges made by Gov. Budd 
more than two years ago. An at- 
empt has evidently been made to 
miace the circular in the hands of ev- 
wey voter in the State, and this could 
mly be done at an expense of several 
Shousand dollars. Who is it that is 
mterested enough in Mr. Johnston's 
Sefeat to have gone to this great ex- 
sense? Who is the man that author- 
wed this cowardly attack at the 
Meventh hour upon a citizen who has 
ready been tried on the same 
barges and found innocent, and who 
Sow has scarcely time to prepare a 
Sefense to that of which, under all 
es of civilized justice, he is thor- 
purged? 

“Tf A. J. Johnston were guilty of 
malfeasance in office, the Bee would 
among the very first to demand 
t he be defeated in the coming 
lection. But the Bee has followed 
ie attack made by Gov. Budd on the 
te printing office in every detail. 
followed the proceedings in the 
ammittes that made the investiga- 
fon, and it knows that there is noth- 
in the charges.

As on object lesson to our’ boys 
and girls—an incentive to patriotism 
and loyalty to the flag and our coun- 
try—the school children of the city 
should be given an opportunity to 
see the parade of the traops to their 
armory, and it is to be hoped that a 
half holiday, at least, may be given 
them that they may assist in welcom- 
ing home the splendid lads who have 
been serving with so much patience 
in a home camp. 

There should be flags and cheers 
and greetings of gratitude by big and 


little, old and young, for these boys 


of ours, a welcoming home that both 
the men in line and the throng along 
the curbs will hold as a pleasing 
memory. Let everybody be on hand 
when the boys come home, to give 
them the “glad hand!” 


PASADENA. 

Pasadena is considering the ques- 
tion of celebrating its twenty-fifth, 
or silver anniversary, which occurs 
on the 27th of January next. This 
brings to mind ‘the remarkable 
growth made by the Crown of the 
Valley during so short a space of 
time. How many cities in the United 
States can show such a wonderful 
transformation, from a barren sheep 
pasture to a beautiful, modern city 
of ten thousand people, within’a quar- 
ter of acentury? There may be some 
places, which have made an equally 
wonderful growth, but it will be found 
that they were located either in the 
midst of a fertile and productive agri- 
cultural section, or at some point with 
exceptional commercial facilities, or 
in a location where a rich discovery 
of mineral had been made. Pasa- 
dena was located on what, during a 
large part of the year, was a dry and 
forbidding tract of land, remote from 
communication, and furnishing only 
a scanty sustenance to sheep, so that 
the consciences of the seller smoté 
him when he obtained from the pur- 
chasers the high price of $6 an acre. 

In an interesting review of Pasa- 
dena’s early history, given by the 
News, it is shown that the first meet- 
ing to discuss the settlement of the 
“Indiana Colony” on the San Pasqual 
ranch, was held in Los Angeles, on 
November 13, 1873, in the office of 
Berry and Elliott. At this meeting a 
company was formed, known as the 
San Gabriel Orange Grove Associa- 
tion, to exist ten years, with a capital 
stock of $25,000, divided into a hun- 
dred shares of $250 each. After in- 
corporating, these pioneers pur- 
chased in the following month the in- 
terest of Dr. J. S. Griffin, who re- 
cently died in Los Angeles, in the San 
Pasqual ranch. For 3933 acres they 
paid $25,000. The choicest part of 
the tract, where Pasadena is located, 
wis subdivided into small homes, 
varying in size from fifteen to sixty 
acres, On January 27, 1874, each 
stockholder selected nis home place, 
exchanging for fifteen acres one share 
of stock, costing $250. In addition to 
the tract, B. D. Wilson donated about 
1400 acres of dry land, where Altadena 
is now, with its beautiful residences 
and homes. 

The people of Pasadena should cer- 
tainly have a grand celebration 10 
mark the twenty-fifth mile stone, in 
the Crown of the Valley’s wonderful 
progress. 


Announcement is made that Miss 
Annie M. Fowler of Springfield, IL, 
who was a Red Cross nurse during the 
war, is to be married to a_ Belgian 
nobleman. We trust Miss Fowler is to 
be congratulated. That the nobleman 
is to be congratulated goes without 
saying. No man is too noble to wed 
a Red Cross nurse.

He did not win with his 
first mount, to be sure, but keep ycur 
eye on Tod, he will get there shortly. 


THE BLOODSHED AT VIRDEN., 

At length the strained situation at 
Virden, brought forth its 
expected results of rioting and blood- 
shed. The “tinarmed” strikers, in their 
efforts to prevent. the importation 
of laborers to do the work which they 
refuse to do, have brought on a con- 
flict in which a number of lives—va- 
riously estimated at from ten to fifty— 
have been sacrificed, while an unknown 
and unknowable number of persons 
have been wounded. 

The history of the strike at Virden 
is a repetition of the history of labor 
strikes in other sections, with some 
non-essential. variatioris. The em- 
ployés of the Chicago-Virden Coal 
Company were dissatisfied with the 
wages paid them, and quit work. They 
had an undoubted right to quit em- 
ployment with which they were dis- 
satisfied, and had they stopped there, 
no further trouble would have ensued. 
But, as is often the case, they sought 
to prevent other laborers from' accept- 
ing the employment which they had re- 
fused. The company brought in men 
from other sections to operate their 
mines, and the result has been a reign 
of terror, culminating in vioting and 
bloodshed. 

In this case, as in others of its kind, 
the central questions, if not the only 
vital questions, are these: Has the 
mining company a legal: right to em- 
ploy other laborers to take the places 
of its striking employés? If so, has 
it a right to bring such other la- 
borers from another State, or from 
other sections of the same State, to 
take the places of the strikers? And 
have laboring men, outside of Virden, 
a right to accept the employment of- 
fered them? To these questions there 
can be but one rational, logical and 
just answer. The company has a legal 
right to employ whom it chooses. It 
has an unquestioned, legal right to 
bring them from another State, or 
from other sections of the same State. 
And the men thus offered employment, 
being free and independent citizens of 
this republic, have an undeniable right 
to accept the employment offered them. 

These premises and conclusions are 
so obviously just and right that it 
would seem no rational man could dis- 
pute them. Yet the Governor of II- 
linois, Mr. Tanner, appears, from the 
dispatches, to take 4 .lifferent view. 
Referring to the Sheriff's request for 
treops to preserve order, and his in- 
structions to the militia, Gov. Tanner 
is quoted as saying: 

“I shall give Capt. Craig, who will 
command the troops at Virden, orders 
to suppress riot, protect life and prop- 
erty and to not allow imported la- 
berers to be unloaded at that place. 
Since the mine-owners have carried 
out their threat, influenced by avarize 
of gain, to precipitate riot and blocd- 
shed, I now propose that they ¢chall 
not further disturb the peace of this 
State. The mine-owners and man- 
agers are responsible for and zuilty 
of the murders brought about by this 
conflict and should be indicted by the 
Grand Jury of Macoupin county for 
murder, and I believe they will be.”’ 
These are indeed remariable words 
to come from the ‘3overnor of a Siate. 
So far as can be judzed from the 
dispatches, the mine-owners have net 
violated the law, but have simply ex- 
ercised their undoubted right to em- 
ploy men who are willing to do the 
work in their mines at the terms 
offered. Is there any law in the State 
of Lllinois forbidding the employment 
in case of a strike, from outside the 
zone of the strike? If such a law ex- 
ists, the mine-owners have violated 
it; otherwise they are within the law 
and can claim protection from the 
State. 

What right has Gov. Tanner to in- 
struct the officers commanding the 
militia to prevent the landing of la- 
borers from outside in Virden? Is he 
not, in doing so, himself violating the 
law? And is he not, by his attitude 
of encouragment for the strikers in 
their plain violations of law respon- 
sible, in a large degree, fur che bleod- 
shed at Virden? 

The principal question is: Who are 
the real volators of the law? 'f it 
be the mine-owners, they should be 
punished. If it be the strikers, they 
should receive punishment. But until 
it can be shown that the mining com- 
pany has no right to bring labor- 
ers in from the outside, and that those 
laborers have no right to accept the 
employment offered them, the cource 
outlined by Gov. Tanner, in his in- 
structions to the militia, must ibe re- 
garded as illegal and unjustifia’le. 


THE TOTEM IN 6AN D1EQO. 
A petition was recently presented 
to the Board of Supervisors of San 
Diego county, from the Typographical 
Union of that city, asking that an 
ordinance be adopted requiring that 


all printed matter for the county 
should hereafter bear the label, or 
totem, of the Typographical Union. 


In other words these petitioners, who 
are members of a secret, proscriptive 
organization, ask that all the public 
printing for San Diego county shall 
be given to members of their organ- 
ization, although there are numerous 
printing establishments in the county 
which are independent of the Typo- 
graphical Union combine, and which 
are as well equipped for doing the 
public printing as are the printing 
offices which wear the shackles of the 
Typographical Union. 

The Board of Supervisors of San 
Diego county disposed of the petition, 
for the time being, by laying it on 
the table. It should be allowed to re- 
pose there permanently. To grant 
the request of the totemites, by 
adopting an ordinance such as they 
desire, would be class legislation of 
the rankest, the most unreasonable 
and the most unjust’ kind. The 
Board of Supervisors has no moral 
right, and probably no legal right, to 
grant a request so preposterous and 
absurd. The expenses of the county 
printing are paid out of the public 
funds, collected from the taxpayers 
of the county at large. Only an in- 
finitesimal proportion of these tax- 
payers are members of .or sympa- 


thizers with the Typographical Union. 


The great majority are non-unionists, 
and it would be a grave wrong to 
divert to the support of the union the 


money which these non-union tax- 
payers pay into the public treasury 
for the support of the governmental 
organization. 

In the matter of public printing, vor 
of public work of any kind, there 
should be open and free competition. 
Every citizen is by right entitled to 
compete for any work of a public 
character. Neither the Board of Su- 
pervisors of a county, nor any other 
board of public officials, nor any cifi- 


zen serving the public in an official 


capacity, has a right to take cox- 
nizance of the Typographical Union, 
or of any other. organization, secret 
or otherwise, in the distribution of 
public favors. So far as the publié 
printing is concerned, it should be 
open to free and untrammeled com- 
petition, and the Supervisors of San 
Diego county will make a monu- 
mental blunder if they permit them- 
selves to be bulldozed into an official 
recognition of the totemites, or of 
any other class, faction, clique or com- 
bination of self-seekers. 


It has been arranged that the Sev- 
enth Regiment shall give an exhibi- 
tion drill on Friday at Agricultural! 
Park, one-half the gate money to go 
to the purpose of caring for the men 
of the command who will be found in 
need of assistance, because of sickness 
or from other cause, after their muster 
out. As there will be no Seventh Regi- 
ment after thirty days, it appears not 
improper to suggest that the funds 
realized from this drill at the park 
should be turned over to the Red Cross 
Scciety for disbursement for the sol- 
diers’ needs, as may develop in the 
future. The Gail Ferguson fund is 
also something that will doubtless 
commend itself as worthy of consid- 
eration in this connection. The pa- 
rade and drill of this crack command 
at Agricultural Park, will attract a 
great throng from all the towns of 
Southern California and a handsome 
sum should be realized from the enter- 
tainment. Let everybody turn out and 
see what soldiers we raise inthe sunny 
southland! 


Some of the cards used by candi- 
dates for office are curiosities if their 
way. They bear the name of a print 
shop, in connection with the totem 
label, in such prominent’ characters 
that a citizen is often puzzicd whether 
he is asked to vote for the printer cr 
the candidate. This truckling to an 
arrogant and unreasonable gang vf 
men who frretend to represent labor, 
but chiefly represent themselves, muay 
possibly win a few votes, but it will 
certainly tend to drive away from 
such candidates the support of in- 
dependent voters, who do their own 
thinking. Several citizens have been 
heard to remark during the past few 
days that they would not vote for a 
man who showed so little backbone 
as to permit himself to be led around 
by the nose in this manner. 


Manager Frawley, theatrical 
fame, has undertaken the reformation 
of the manners of his audiences that 
insist upon getting up and banging 
around among tke seats some min- 
utes before the curtain falls on the 
finale of the last act. Should Mr. 
Frawley achieve success in his formid- 
able undertaking, we trust he will 
come to Los Angeles and _ start the 
same sort of a campaign. Our audi- 
ences are sinners in this regard, 
nightly, and it is high time that the 
reading of the riot act should begin. 
For heaven’s sake, ladies and gentle- 
men, keep your seats until the show 
is over! 


The pin-head bosses had no more to 
do with the Republican City Conven- 
tion than they had with the _ recent 
county convention, consequently the 
delegates have placed a ticket in the 
field that is a winner. That is the 
proper way to do business. Repub- 
licans in convention assembled need 
no bosses or managers sother than 
the duly accredited delegates.

Gen. Merriam’s Son and a New York 
Volunteer Control the Island 
Capital for Two Hours. 


WILL BE COURT-MARTIALED.

It is Immediately Replaced by the 
Police With No Bloodshed—The 
Hawaliian Pinnters and the 
Sugar Trust.

HONOLULU, Oct. 4.—[Wired from 
San Francisco, Oct. 12.] On the night 
of October 3, Second Lieut. Merriam, 
U.S.A., and First Lieut. Wheelock, 
New York Volunteers, decided to run 
things in Honolulu, and declared mar- 
tial law. Wheelock was provost mar- 
shal in charge of the mounted infan- 
try. It is not known whether Merriam 
was on duty. About 11:30 o’clock at 
night, the two officers declared mar- 
tial law, and for two hours and a half 
this condition of affairs prevailed. In- 
dignant citizens woke up Gen. King 
about 1 o’clock in the morning, and 
the general caused the two officers to 
be rounded up and their martial law 
was declared off. It is stated that both 
men were under the _ influence of 
liquer. They will be court-martialed. 

For a time it was the liveliest night 
Honolulu has ever seen. The two offi- 
cers assumed entire control of the 
town. Citizens were ordered off the 
Streets. and then off the sidewalks. 
These orders were enforced by the 
mounted men under Wheelock’s com- 
mand. Sailors were chased aboard 
their ships, and two steamer captains 
and a customs officer had to scramble 
for safety. Gen. King was very 
angry when he learned what was be- 
ing done, and said that the young men 
were acting without orders. Lieut. 
Merriam is a son of Gen. Merriam. 

The United States troopship Penn- 
svivania arrived from Manila, by way 
of Guam yesterday, having on board 
twelve passengers, mostly invalided 
soldiers the Philippines. Dr. 
Smith, formerly surgeon of the United 
States cruiser Baltimore, is one of the 


passengers. The Pennsylvania  wili 
probably sail for San Francisco 
Wednesday. 


The Pennsylvania sailed from Manila 
September 9 for Guam, which was 
reached on the lith ult. She remained 
there until September 18, being feasted 
by the inhabitants in a royal manner. 
The Pennsylvania was the first vessel 
flying? the United States flag that had 
touched at Guam since the Charleston 
took possession. Two revolutions had 
taken place, which was not bad since 
republican principles had not been 
long in the land. Incited by Spanish 
priests. twice had the natives pulled 
down “Old Glory,” and hoisted’ the 
Spanish colors. Twice had the local 
police hoisted the ensign of Uncle Sam 
again, and no bloodshed ensued. 

The Pooh Bah, who is running things 
in Guam, for the United States, is re- 
ported to bea young sailor, who is 
said to have deserted from one of the 
whalers touchirg there some time ago. 
He fills every billet, from diver to tax 
ccllector, and it is said some of the 
natives still think the money goes to 
Spain. The collector of customs is a 
Spaniard, but loyal to the new régime. 
It seems ta have been a toss-up when 
the offices at Guam had to be filled. 
There were three applicants, including 
the two men mentioned above, and a 
young adventurer from the wilds of 
Borneo. The Borneo man was left. 

Dysentery, mumps and measles were 
epicemic at Manila when the Penn- 
Sylvania left. The transport went to 
Guam. to return the Spanish doctor 
whom the Charleston inadvertently 
took away when the place was cap- 
tured. It appears that he was with 
the Spanish troops taken from the 
garrison, a fact not known, however, 
until Manila was reached. The removal 
of a doctor under such circumstances 
is a serious matter, but it appears that 
no one was to blame in the case. The 
United States government righted the 
wrong by sending the transport back 
to the island with the physician. The 
Spanish people received the doctor 
with wild cheers of delight, and 
thanked and cheered the captain of the 
Pennsylvania for returning him to 
them. 

Private Clarence H. Porter of Co. H, 
First New York, died at the military 
hospital Sunday night. The dead man’s 
brother, Fred, is now in a very critical 
condition at the hospital with pneu- 
monia, and is not expected to live. He 
belongs to the same company. 

While the Hawaiian planters have 
not made any overtures to the Sugar 
Trust, the latter has made overtures to 
the planters, and is now openly in the 
field with an offer to contract’ for the 
Hawaiian sugar for the next. three 
years, expressly stipulating that the 
present arrangement with the new Cal- 
ifornia refinery shall continue, which 
means that the Port Costa refinery is 
to get 60,000 tons annually, and the bal- 
ance goes to San Francisco or New 
York, as the trust mav decide. The 
present contract with Howard & Co. of 
New York, which is that some of the 
Sugar goes over the Southern Pacific 
and some via Cape Horn, expires on 
January 1 next, and it is understood 
that they waive any rights they have 
to a renewal in favor of the trust.

THE AUSTRALIA ARRIVES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The 
steamer Australia arrived here today, 
seven days and nineteen hours from 
Honolulu. 


FROM CHICAGO SEWAGE 


St. Louis and River Towns Object to 
Being Polluted, 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 12.—The Board of 
Health of St. Louis has adopted a 
resolution asking Congressman Bar- 
thold to introduce in Congress his bill 
to stop Chicago from emptying its 
sewage into the Illinois, and finally 
into the Mississippi River. Drs. Stark- 
liff, Hughes and Merritt, the medical 
members of the board, agree that the 
effect of the operation of the canal‘ 
will be to pollute the water supply of 
St. Louis. 

W. H. Whittemore, H. H. Yernse and 
F. J. Wade, a committee representing 
the Merchants’ Exchange, called on the 
Mayor and had a conference with him. 
After thoroughly canvassing the situa- 
tion, it was decided that the commit- 
tee would recommend the appointment 
of a committee of business men, by the 
Mayor, to investigate, with the assist- 
ance of the Board of Publis Improve- 
ments, and to enlist the aid of the in-. 


terested towns, such as Peoria, Joliet 
and Pekin, for the movement for pro- 
tection from Chicago sewage.

DIP YOUR CATTLE. 


DYNAMO SATURATED WITH 
SULPHUR TICKS. 


Interstate Sanitary Convention Re- 
solves That Animals So Treated 
are Disinfected and Harmless. 
Committee on Lice Recommends 
Quarantine Line. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Oct. 12.—At today’s 
session of the Interstate Sanitary Con- 
vention held at South Omaha, the fol- 
lowing resolution on cattle dipping was 
adopted: 

“Whereas, the experiments recently 
conducted have demonstrated’ that 
southern cattle dipped in dynamo oil, 
saturated with sulphur, will effectually 
destroy the southern tick, and that 
such may be mixed with northern na- 
tive cattle without danger of commu- 
micating Texas or southern’ fever 
thereto. 

“Resolved, that the quarantine regu- 
lations may be amended with safety 
as to permit dipped southern cattle on 
the certificates of a designated inspec- 
tor of the State, or the United States 
Department of Agriculaure, to North- 
ern States during any portion of the 
year.” 

Next came the report of the Com- 
mittee on Lice, which is as follows: 
“That the State of California be placed 
below the Federal quarantine line for 
the year 1899, and that cattle from said 
State shall be admitted to points above 
said line only when found free from 
infection after inspection. That this 
association recommends the honorable 
Secretary of Agriculture to adopt the 
same Federal quarantine line for the 
year 1899, as that adopted for the year 
1898, with the exception of the State of 
California, which is hereby recom- 
mended to be placed below the line. 
And cattle therefrom destined to points 
above the line shall be admitted only 
when found to be free from infection 
after inspection by the Federal au- 
thorities, and also with the exception 
of Giles county, Tenn., which is hereby 
eoeeneaner to be placed above said 
ne,” 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
that State sanitary boards whose leg- 
islatures have enacted laws fixing 
quarantine lines and dates between 
which cattle from certain districts can- 
not be imported, shall use all possible 
means to procure the repeal of such 
acts, and the enactment of legislation 
in lieu thereof, providing that the Gov- 
ernor of the State may, by proclama- 
tion, prohibit the importation of any 
kind of livestock when conditions exist 
which render such importation danger- 
ous, 

The convention further recommended 
that all States adopt regulations gov- 
erning the importation of cattle from 
other States, in conformity with regu- 
lations recommended by the associa- 
tion and adopted by the Department of 
Agriculture. 


TOBACCO FIGHT. 


The American Company Against All 
Independent Factories, 
[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 12.—Now that the 
American Tobacco Company controls 
the Drummond plent it is making ready 
for a big fight against all independent 
factories. A reduction of 10 cents a 
pound in the leading brand manufac- 
tured by the Drummond company will 
be announced in a day or two. When 
it became assured that the American 
company would buy out Drummond, a 
10 per cent. cut was made by Liggett 
& Myers. Up to a month ago the two 
St. Louis concerns were allied against 
the American Tobacco Company, and 
jointly met every reduction that was 
made by the American. 

Just prior to the passage of the in- 
ternal revenue bill increasing the tax on 
tobacco, both of the St. Louis com- 
panies raised the price on their goods 
so as tocoverthe additional taxand dur- 
ing the pendency of the negotiations 
to form the Continental Tobacco Com- 
pany, the fight between the indepen- 
dent factories and the American com- 
pany was stopped. Now it is on again 
and it promises to be more bitter than 
ever. The conditions place the Drum- 
mond cigarettes in opposition to the 
product of the Liggett & Myers com- 
pany.

‘THE PARLIAMENT CLOSES 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS FOR THE 
COMING YBAR. 


Many’ Interesting and Instructive 
Papers are Read and Discussed. 
Vote of Thanks Tendered the 
Retiring Officers—The Mectings 
Largely Attended. 


The large audience that gathered in 
Unity Church yesterday morning indi- 


cates the growing interest in the 
Woman's Parliament. 

The first thing on the programme 
was the election of officers for the 


coming year. Mrs. Reetta V. Haddon 
of San Bernardino was elected presi- 
dent. Mrs. Haddon is a_ successful 
newspaper woman, a bright speaker 
and a thoughtful scholar. She has been 
a district officer of the parliament for 
years. Her work has always been well 
and carefully done, and perhaps no 
other member of the parliament, out- 
side of Los Angeles, has done more to 
extend interest in the organization. 
Mrs. Haddon’s maxim is “Help those 
who are willing to help themselves.” 
She is president of the Wednesday Aft- 
ernoon Literary Club of San Bernar- 
dino, where she is also Past Com- 
mander of the Lady Maccabees, Past 
Noble Grand of the Rebekah Lodge, 
and a member of the Rathbone Sisters. 

The new secretary is Dr. Sarah J. 
Maicv of Riverside, where she is a 
successful physician. She is also in- 
(crested in literary work. 

Mrs. Margaret Kirk of San Bernar- 
dino was elected treasurer of the par- 
liament. She is a substantial business 
woman, vice-president of the Wednes- 
day Afternoon Literary Club, and a 
live, enthusiastic, bright woman. She 
has shown herself capable of managing 
her own wide business affairs, and 
therefore is trusted with the financial 
affairs of the parliament. 

The first paper on the programme 
was entitled “The Voice of the Minor- 
ity,’ and was prepared and read by 
Mrs. Reetta V. Haddon, the new presi- 
dent. She argued that it was the voice 
of the minority that carries the power, 
even frem the Biblical times up to the 
present, and that the minority is the 
power of the world. 

“Competition of Men and Women in 
Business,” was the subject of a paper 
read by Mrs. Francis M. Moore of Red- 
lands. From her point of view she be- 
lieved that woman’s best place was in 
the home; that her finer sensibilities 
were blunted when she competed with 
men in the business world; that woman 
is incanable, physically, to compete 
with man in a business way. 

The paper entitled “The Problem of 
the City,’”’ and read by Miss Mary D. 
Westcott, was the strong paper of the 
dav. Miss Westcott began with an 
appeal to the patriotism of the women 
of the parliament, begging that as the 
men have offered themselves in their 
country’s service against a foreign foe 
the women might offer themselves to 
fight the evil of the cities, urging as a 
reason therefor the unreasonably high 
death rate of American cities when 
compared with foreign cities having 
the same density of population. Let 
the women study social problems; let 
them make the acquaintance of local 
conditions of the local public servants; 
let them unite to form public opinions; 
let them throw the same enthusiasm, 
the same energy of self-devotion into 
the war against the spoils system, the 
boss politician, as their sons and 
brothers have shown against a foreign 
foe. Let them do this as a solemn me- 
morial of all those voung lives sacri- 
ficed this summer in our camps—to the 
spoils system entrenched in the War 
Department. The discussion which 
followed was entered into with such 
‘enthusiasm that time for adjournment 
came before the last paper on the 
morning programme could be read. It 
Was read at the afternoon session by 
Mrs. Ida K. gpeer of Ventura. The 
subject was ‘““‘Women in Politics,’ and 
emphasized the words of Samantha 
Allen when she said that “Women 
must put their shoulder blades to the 
wheel.”’ 

Mrs. Lilly B. Graham of Los Angeles 
read a very instructive and interesting 
paper on “Life in Korea.’”’ Mrs. Gra- 
ham told of her pleasant experiences 
when she lived in that country, and 
mentioned the public schools, church 
work, etc. 

Miss Leadora Whitcomb of Chicago 
who has made a special study of 
music, gave a talk on ‘National 
Music,” comparing the German and 
Russian with that of the American. 
She said one needs only to attend the 
political mass meetings to realize that 
American songs, such as “Marching 
Through Georgia” and “Star-Spangled 
Banner’ are appreciated. Miss Whit- 
comb’s talk showed that she was thor- 
oughly conversant with her subject. 

“Physical Culture in the Nursery” 
was the next paper on the programme. 
This was handled by Miss Helen Wil- 
lard Merritt of Los Angeles. She 
spoke of the early physical culture 
training in the child, and - especially 
when it is beginning to walk. Too lit- 
tle attention is given to physical cul- 
ture training, especially in muscular 
deformities, which is remedied some- 
times by massage. She closed by re- 
marking that children should be taught 
to use both hands equally well. 

Mrs. Eva Godley Rolfe of Minneapolis 
gave “Practical Hints in Physical Cul- 
ture to Home-keepers,” ilustrating her 
ideas as she talked. Our bodies are 
all that keep us here in this world, 
and upon them depends our success ofr 
failure. We should take better care of 
the body. 

The paper that should have been read 
by Mrs. E. F. Carey of San Diego, on 
“Charities for Children,” was post- 
poned until the next meeting of the 
parliament, owing to the lateness of 
the hour. The time was given to a 
business meeting of the members of the 
parliament. 

Mre. W. E. Chapin made a motion 
that a vote of thanks be tendered the 
retiring officers of the parliament, 
which was seconded, and a standing 
vote was taken. 

A committee of three was appointed 
from Los Angeles to attend to the

Yesterday was an off day at the 
races. The card, which consisted of 
two harness races and four runs, prom- 


ised to be an attractive one and to’) 


furnish lots of sport. In point of at- 
tractiveness it failed to bring out a 
crowd, and in the amusement furnished 
those who did attend the races were 
by no means phenomenal. There were 
one or two events in which interest 
centered, but the other races were com- 
monplace events, which failed to arouSe 
much enthusiasm. It is, of course, al- 
most impossible to have record-break- 
ing races every day in an eleven-day 
meeting, yesterday being oneofthe days 
when there were no records broken or 
other sensational performances. 

The attendance was only fair, not 
more than 1500 people paying their way 
irito the park. Among this number 
Was a surprisingly large representa- 
tion from the fair sex, and almost as 
many women as men occupied seats in 
the grand stand. On the ground floor 
there was the usual motley crowd of 
men who crowded into the betting 
stand, most of them merely to watch 
the chalk work on the boards and to 
advise (?) those who placed their 
money in the books how to place it. 
Touts were more numerous yesterday 
than on any previous day, and to the 
novice in betting on horse races they 
made life a burden. The usual num- 
ber of those who never lose an oppor- 
tunity to attend a horse race were 
there, of course, but it was not an 
enthusiastic crowd. To suit the humor 
and probably the financial condition of 
most of those present the bar made 
a concession, for on every keg along 
the counter was conspicuously dis- 
played the sign “Beer 10 cents.” The 
— a bit” was not en- 

ced, and even at that th 
rather poor business. 

The events of the afternoon were 
fairly good average horse races, but 
there was nothing unusual or what 
might not be expected any day in any 
of them. When the first bell rang call- 
ing the pacers to the track, there were 
not more than 750 people present, and 
even the betting ring was almost 
empty. It was not until the first race 
was almost completed, and tkhgre were 
three heats in it, that the rest of the 
crowd arrived, and then all of them 
did not remain throughout the after- 
noon. 

If the running events had been all 
there was on the card, the day might 
well have been styled “Baldwin day, 
for the Baldwin stable won every run- 
ning event save one, and in that the 
stable was not represented. This sta- 
ble has fared better than any other of 
the runners at the track this week, al- 
though last week it did not do so well. 


THE SPECIAL PACE. 


The sport of the afternoon began 
with a special pace, in* which there 
were five starters, but it hardly proved 
a contest, Juliet D. outclassing the 
field to such an extent that she expe- 
rienced little difficulty in winning in 
straight heats. In the first heat, as 
throughout the race, Juliet D. was fa- 
vorite at 2 to 5. Don was so well liked 
that from an opening of 3 to 1 he was 
backed down to 4 to 5. Bastina com- 
manded 6, and Nutway and Billy Baker 
8 and 12, respectively. There was con- 
siderable difficulty in starting them, 
and they scored five times before they 
got the word. Nutway broke imme- 
diately after passing the wire, and was 
out of the heat. Juliet D. took the 
lead, and it was all Sanford could do 
to hold her. He was seen tugging at 
the reins all the way around the track, 
but even at that the favorite was never 
in danger, and the pulling was simply 
to prevent the mare’s overdoing her 
victory. She finished first by two 
lengths, Bastina getting the place and 
Don showing. 

Bastina, against whom 8 to 1 had 
been laid, took the lead in the second 
heat, with Juliet D. close up. The 
mare could have passed the header in 
the first quarter, but it was not until 
after the half had been passed that she 
went out in front, again under a pull. 
Juliet D. won by a length from Don, 
with Nutway third. 

The final heat was even an easier 
victory for Juliet D. than the others 
had been. She led at the start, and 
retained the advantage, and won as 
she pleased, with Don second and Nut- 
way third. 

A LIVELY MATCH RACE... 

The principal event of the day was 
the match trotting race between Tog- 
gies and Monterey for $250 a side and 
$800 added by the association. It had 
been agreed that two heats in three, 
instead of three in five, should decide 
this event, which was the second race 
on the Throughout the meeting 
there has been great rivalry between 
the owners of these horses, and several 
times the match had been proposed, but 
their being entered in other events pre- 
wented the trial of their respective 
mpeed until yesterday, when neither 
were entered in any other event. In 
ehe first heat Monterey was favorite 
at $ to 6, while Toggles was heavily 
iplkyed at even money. In point of 

mainesa donc, this was one of the best 
yaces of the day for the books, but the 
yesult in both heats was not to their 
Siking. There was little delay in start- 
in@ the first heat, and when the word 
was given Toggles had a shade the ad- 
wantage, having the pole and being 
about half a length in advance of Mon- 
‘Yerey. The pace was very fast, the first 
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quarter being done in 0:33%, the half 
in 1:03%4, and the three-quarters in 1:37. 
Clark, behind Toggles, knew that if he 
ever lost the lead he would probably 
be defeated, and he kept his horse close 
to the fence, and guaged his speed by 
that of the other horse. Throughout 
the mile the two were never more than 
a length apart. In the stretch Monte- 
rey made a magnificent burst of speed, 
but Clark let out on Toggles and won 
the race by a scant head. The time for 
the mile was 2:09. 

In snite of the victory of Toggles, 
Monterey was again made the favorite 
in the second heat, commanding 2 to 
5, while Toggles’ figures were at 8 to 5. 
The start was not @s good as in the 
first heat, Toggles again gettingg a 
slight advantage. Within six icngths of 
the judges’ stand Montcrey went off 
his feet and lost half a dozen lengths 
or more. That settled the heat, and 
the race, but the plucky favorite nade 
such a fine eficr* to regain the lost 
Cistance was repeatedly 
cheered. At the half, which was trotted 
in the same time as in the previous 
heat, 1:03%. Monterey had closed the 
gap to three lengths, and was seen to 
be still gaining on the leader. Despite 
the lead which Toggles had _ gained, 
Clark behind him knew he had a race, 
for Monterey was moving the faster, 
The distance was too short for the dif- 
ference in speed to count much in favor 
of Monterey. and Toggles won by a 
scant two lengths, in 2:09%. The time 
made in this race was the fastest two 
consecutive heats ever made on this 
track. 


ELSIE SMITH WINS. 

Five starters faced the barrier in 
the third race of the afternoon, a dash 
of five and a half furlongs. The entries 
of the McSweeny stable, Elsie Smith 
and Gibbity Flibbitt,. were made the 
favorites, coupled at 4to 5. Smyle was 
played at 7 to 5, and Igo and Whistle- 
bird at 15 to 1. The feature of this race 
was the close finish. Smyle led almost 
throughout, but in the stretch gave 
place to the stable entries, and the fin- 
ish between them was fine. Elsie Smith 
led Gibbity Flibbit by half a length 
into the stretch, and the latter would 
have won had the course been ten yards 


‘ 


longer. As it was, Elsie Smith beat 


out her stable mate by a neck, Smyle 
taking third pace. 

Celoso, a Baldwin entry, went on the 
boards at what with the crowd in at- 
tendance was prohibitive odds of 1 to 
2, and the figures were not changed, in 
the four and a half furlongs race, the 
fourth event of the day. Gracias stood 
at 8 to 5, Losette and Castelar being 
respectively 5 and 10 to 1. Castelar led 
to the three-quarter pole, but Celoso 
then went out in front and won with 
ease, Castelar finishing second and Gra- 
cias third. 


LA GOLETA BEATS GRADY. 


Of the running events, the fifth race 
excited more enthusiasm and interest 
than any of the others. It was a dash 
of seven furlongs, in which Grady, the 
winner of the mile and a half race 
several days ago, was pitted against 
Baldwin’s La Goleta, San Venado and 
Petrarch being in the race to make it 
interesting for the others and for them- 
selves and for the crowd, for they 
had little chance of winning. The 
Baldwin horses commanded 2 to 5 in 
the onening betting, and closed at 6 
to 5. From 6 to 2 to even money was the 
variation of the Grady money. Both 
had many friends, and both were well 
layed. The field against La Goleta at 
2 to 1 was the figure that caught most 
of the Grady money. The interest that 
the event excited did not make a good 
race out of it, for it was an easy vic- 
tory for La Goleta. She took the lead at 
the start, and had the race won long 
before the wire was reached. She fin- 
ished first by four lengths with Grady 
second and San Venado third. Petrarch 
was practically left at the post. 


THE LAST RACE. 


A half-mile run for maiden two-year- 
olds was the final race of the day. It 
brought out the largest field of the day, 
six youngsters starting, of whom Los 
Midinos, another Baldwin colt, was 
favorite at 2 to 5. The Wood stable 
coupled Talvez and Ellen Wood, and 
they were placed at 4 to 1 on the 
boards. Like the previous race, it was 
an easy victory for the favorite, Los 
Midinos winning by a length from 
Inilo, who led Talvez a length.

A MAGNIFICENT DISPLAY. 


Semi-Annual Opening at the Peoplic’s 
Store. 


Hamburger Bros., proprietors of the 
People’s store, presented to the Los 
Angeles public last evening an innova- 
tion when they opened their doors to 
them on the occasion of their semi-an- 
nual opening. The reception lasted 
from 7 to 10 o’clock, and was attended 
by nearly 6090 people, who streamed in 
at one door, and after rapidly passing 
through, glancing at the beautiful 
things displayed, found themselves on 
the sidewalk again, having gone 
through the entire establishment, seen 
the whole display, and scarcely jostled 
at all. 

The entire front of the store was a 
blaze of light, in various colors and 
kinds. Perhaps the most beautiful of 
the windows was the one given up to 
millinery, which was entirely in red 
silks, crepes and chiffons and ribbons. 
Here and there was a piece of Italian 
marble statuary, bought in Florence by 
Mr. Hamburger, and shipped here with 
a large consignment.

The drug department has fountains of 
perfumery playing all the time, and a 
display of great beauty. 

Probably the finest thing in the store 
is the table completely spread under 
an immense horn of plenty, and dec- 
orated with every good thing which 
goes toward making a complete din- 
ner. The table is set with a 112- 
piece set of Haviland china, and the 
necessary soup, salad, game and fish 
sets, all loaded with meats and good 
things. Suspended from the ceiling are 
wires holding smilax and twenty-five 
white doves, representing peace and 
plenty. 

The receptions will continue daily un- 
til Saturday night, giving the public 
ample opportunity. to inspect the entire 
store. The Seventh Regiment Band, 
under diréction of Prof. George Cann, 
rendered a fine programme, which in- 
cluded a special selection composed by 
Miss “Emma~ L. Benson of Los An- 
geles, entitled ‘“‘The American Navy.”

THE VERISCOPE EXHIBITION. 


Views Show Clearly That Fitz Did 
not Strike Corbett Foully. 

The photographic representations of 
the Fitzsimmons-Corbett fight at Car- 
son City, Nev., in 1897, were exhibited 
at the Los Angeles Theater last night

was fair. 

These pictures were shown here some 
mcomths ago, but it cannot be said that 
the clearness of the views has heen 
improved. They are still as dim and 
quivering as when produced here last, 
though it was diligently circulated as 
a fact that the films had been sent to 
London and there clarified by a newly- 
discovered process. 

The fourteenth and last roumd of 
the fight, which is the main center 
of interest in the exhibition, as it was 
hoped that by it could be proved that 
Fitzsimmons had struck Corbett a foul 
blow that helped to render him un- 
conscious, is as Uncertain as ever. The 
amnoncer called especial attention to 
the point of the round wherg Fitz 
struck the since-fameus sclar-plexus 
blow. He asked the spectators to 
watch it minutely, and then to draw 
their own conclusions. 

The admonition was timely, but. the 
picture precludes the possibility of ad- 
hering to it. When the final blows are 
struck by Fitzsimmons he is facing 
Corbett, with his back to the audi- 
ence. His frame almost completely 
covers Corbett, whose head and nether 


by means of verisccpe, The attendance 


extremities .only can be seen. When 
Fitz struck that solar-plexus blow his 
arm was by his side, his left arm being 
raised for guard. He struck his right 
arm straight from the side in a jab, 
and, as his back was them turned to 
the veriscope operator, only the mo- 
mentary movement of the arm can be 
discerned—the blow itself is not seen. 

Corbett’s body is shown in all the 
stages of its decline, even to where he 
crawls to the ropes for support. The 
fourteenth round was shown twice, 
the second time very slowly. The an- 
nouncer said that such pictures as are 
shown by the veriscope cannot lie, for 
they are taken from life, and that, 
therefore, it was plainly evident that 
Fitz did strike Corbett a foul blow, as 
the views say so. 

The views say nothing of the kind; 
on the contrary, they clearly disprove 
the assertion. When Fitz strikes Cor- 
bette in the face with his left hand, 
after he was jabbed him under the 
heart, Corbett’s knees are indisputably 
shown to be off the floor at least four 
to six inches, it is difficult to determine 
from the picture the exact space. The 
announcer, as the view got to this stage 
of the round, said to the audience: 
“There, you see that Mr. Fitzsimmons 
strikes Mr. Corbett in the face when 
the latter is on his knees,’ and numer- 
ous vells of “No! No!” proved that 
there were many whose eyes saw things 
differently. 

The performance is a novel one and 
proves of interest to those who follow 
pugilistic events, and to all it is an 
entertaining pastime. Many ladies 


were among last night’s sepctators. 
The exhibition takes one hour and a 
half, and will run the balance of the 
week.

The special train bearing the Sev- 
enth Regiment will leave Oakland this 
morning in three sections. It will be 
due here about 9:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, but as it will be a special 
train, not having the right of the road, 
it cannot now be stated at exactly 
what hour the first section will arrive. 
The railroad officials have notified Gen. 
Last that they expect the train about 
9:30, but cannot give any more definite 
time. The second and third sections 
should arrive within half an hour of 
the first, and this would bring the en- 
tire command to River Station by 10 
o'clock. It is possible that the arrival 
may be half an hour earlier or later. 

Upon reaching :River Station, the 
troops will leave the cars, and the feast 
that the Red Cross Society has pre- 
pared will be served at once. A col- 
umn will be formed and the entire rég- 
iment will march to the Arcade depot, 
escorted by the commands of the Na- 
tional Guard, which have remained in 
this city.

A WEAK DEFENSE. 


Broughton and Grady Held to An- 
awer for Burglary. 

William Broughton and John Grady 
were held in $2000 bail each by Justice 
Owens yesterday to answer the charge 
of burglary. The complaint against 
Dolly Broughton, Williams’s wife, for 
complicity in the alleged offense was 
dismissed. 

The trio were charged with the burg- 
lary of the residence of Mrs. Louisa 
Meyers, on Rosedale avenue. Mrs. 
Meyers lost a lot of clothing, some flat- 
irons and other household effects, which 
the police detectives afterward found 
concealed in the house occupied by 
the Broughtons and Grady adjoining 
the Meyers residence. 

At the preliminary examination yes- 
terday Mrs. Meyers identified the arti- 
cles taken on a search warrant as her 
property, and related the circumstances 
of the robbery, which took place dur- 
ing her absence in the country. 

Mrs. Mugenburg, a heighbor, testified 
that she saw Broughton unlock Mrs. 
Meyers’s door September 21, and enter. 
She saw ‘him relock the door when 
he left. On the day of his arrest she 
saw him on the roof of is house remov- 
dng some shingles; through the aper- 
«ure thus formed he crawled, then came 
out and nailed the hole shut. When 
the police searched the place they 
found Mrs. Meyers’s belongings se- 
creted under the roof. 

Broughton, testifying in his owm de- 
fense, denied all knowledge of any 
of the stolen property being in his 
house before it was unearthed by the 
police. He admitted going through oe 
hole in the roof, but stated that the 
hole was there when he took the house 
and he merely went upto nail it shut. 
He did not notice the plunder concealed 
under the roof while he was making 
the repairs. 

Grady testified that he found the 
stolen property in an old well while 
looking for a piece of wire to repair ¢ 
pump. He fished out the stuff and 
took it to his room. Afterward he 
spoke to Mrs. Broughton about the 
find and gave her some of the things. 
He did not know how the stuff came tc 
be concealed under tHe roof. 

Mrs. Broughton, who had not heard 
the testimony of her husband, swore 
positively that she saw her husbanc 
nail up the hole in the roof, but denied 
that he had gone inside. .She declarec 
that he was in full sight of her from 
the time he went up till he came down. 

Mrs. Mugenburg testified that Mrs. 
Broughton was not at home when her 
husband was on the roof, and the de- 
tectives allege that Mrs. Broughion 
told them that she was at Rosedale 
Cemetery at the time. 

Mrs. Broughton denied having seen 
any of the stolen property before the 
detectives searched the house, except 
a coat and vest which she saw on 


‘Grady’s bed.

not constitute a good defense, the court 
held both. to answer to the Superio: 
Court. 


A Good Dog Story. 

Mrs. B. P. Draper of Long Beach is 
the owner of a dog which must be cred- 
ited with an intelligence and reason- 
ing powers far beyond that of the aver- 
age canine.

The dog made its way back to Long 
Beach and took up its station on the 
wharf, eagerly watching every boat 
that came or went, evidently looking 
for a chance to follow his mistress. Its 
opportunity came a few days later, 
when the yacht Nellie sailed for Cata- 
lina with an excursion party, when, 
after leaving port, it was found that 
they had aboard a stowaway dog whon: 

The mistake the dog 
made was in boarding a ‘‘tramp’’ boat, 
to which genus the Nellie belongs. Be- 
ing, therefore, under the ban of the 
owners of the island, the yacht did not 
attempt to land at Avalon, but went 
in at a little harbor at Long Point, 
some six miles west, where she landed 
without hindrance, and our stowaway 
pug was among the very first of the 
passengers ashore. 

When the excursionists reémbarked 
the pug refused to go aboard, and a 
half-hour was consumed in trying to 
catch the gentle creature, which up to 
this time had allowed any one to stroke 
it who chose. It seemed heartless to 
leave the poor dog in such a desert 
place to die of starvation, but as it was 
impossible to get it aboard, the yacht 
sailed without it.

Yesterday was an off day at the 
races. The card, which consisted of 
two harness races and four runs, prom- 


ised to be an attractive one and to’ 


furnish lots of sport. In point of at- 
tractiveness it failed to bring out a 
crowd, and in the amusement furnished 
those who did attend the races were 
by no means phenomenal. There were 
one or two events in which interest 
centered, but the other races were com- 
monplace events, which failed to arouse 
much enthusiasm. It is, of course, al- 
most impossible to have record-break- 
ing races every day in an eleven-day 
meeting, yesterday being oneofthe days 
when there were no records broken or 
other sensational performances. 

The attendance was only fair, not 
more than 1500 people paying their way 
intto the park. Among this number 
Was a surprisingly large representa- 
tion from the fair sex, and almost as 
many women as men occupied seats in 
the grand stand. On-the ground floor 
there was the usual motley crowd of 
men who crowded into the betting 
stand, most of them merely to watch 
the chalk work on the boards and to 
advise (7?) those who placed their 
money in the books how to place it 
Touts were more numerous yesterday 
than on any previous day, and to the 
novice in betting on horse races they 
made life a burden. The usual num- 
ber of those who never lose an oppor- 
tunity to attend a horse race were 
there, of course, but it was not an 
enthusiastic crowd. To suit the humor 
and probably the financial condition of 
most of those present the bar made 
a concession, for on every keg along 
the counter was conspicuously  dis- 
played the sign “Beer 10 cents.” The 
rule “all drinks a bit” was not en- 
forced, and even at that the bar did a 
rather poor business. 

The events of the afternoon were 
fairly good average horse races, but 
there was nothing unusual or what 
might not be expected any day in any 
of them. When the first bell rang call- 
ing the pacers to the track, there were 
not more than 750 people present, and 
even the betting ring was almost 
empty. It was not until the first race 
was almost completed, and thre were 
three heats in it, that the rest of the 
crowd arrived, and then all of them 
did not remain throughout the after- 
noon. 

If the running events had been all 
there was on the card, the day might 
well have been styled “Baldwin day, 
for the Baldwin stable won every run- 
ning event save one, and in that the 
stable was not represented.

A MAGNIFICENT DISPLAY. 


Semi-Annual Opcuing at the Peoplic’s 
Store. 

Hamburger Bros., proprietors of the 
People’s store, presented to the Los 
Angeles public last evening an innova- 
tion when they opened their doors to 
them on the occasion of their semi-an- 
nual opening. The reception lasted 
from 7 to 10 o’clock, and was attended 
by nearly 6090 people, who streamed in 
at one door, and after rapidly passing 
through, glancing at the beautiful 
things displayed, found themselves on 
the sidewalk again, having gone 
through the entire establishment, seen 
the whole display, and scarcely jostied 
at all. 

The entire front of the store was a 
blaze of light, in various colors and 
kinds. Perhaps the most beautiful of 
the windows was the one given up to 
millinery, which was entirely in red 
silks, crepes and chiffons and ribbons. 
Here and there was a piece of Italian 
marble statuary, bought in Florence by 
Mr. Hamburger, and shipped here with 
a large consignment. The window on 
the opposite side of the central door 
was made up of blue silks, in all 
shades, from the’ palest to the dark 
navy, and this was given greater ef- 
fect by the blue globes on the electric 
lights. The trimmings counter is made

THE VERISCOPE EXHIBITION. 


Views Show Clearly That Fitz Did 
not Strike Corbett Foully. 


The photographic representations of 
the Fitzsimmons-Corbett fight at Car- 
son City, Nev., in 1897, were exhibited 
at the Los Angeles Theater last night 
by means of verisccpe, The attendance 
was fair. ' 

These pictures were shown here some 
momths ago, but it cannot be said that 
the clearness of the views has heen 
improved. They are still as dim and 
quivering as when produced here last, 
though it was diligently circulated as 
a fact that the films had been sent to 
London and there clarified by a newly- 
discovered process. 

The fourteenth and last roumd of 
the fight, which is the main center 
of interest in the exhibition, as it was 
hoped that by it could be proved that 
Fitzsimmons had struck Corbett a foul 
blow that helped to render him un- 
conscious, is as Uncertain as ever. The 
anmnoncer called especial attention to 
the point of the round where Fitz 
struck the since-famous scolar-plexus 
blow. He asked the _ spectators to 
watch it minutely, and then to draw 
their own conclusions. 

The admonition was timely, but the 
picture precludes the possibility of ad- 
hering to it. When the final blows are 
struck by Fitzsimmons he is facing 
Corbett, with his back to the audi- 
ence. His frame almost completely 
covers Corbett, whose head and nether 


, the 


extremities only can be seen, When 
Fitz struck that solar-plexus blow his 
arm was by his side, his left arm being 
raised for guard. He struck his right 
arm straight from the side in a jab, 
and, as his back was them turned to 
the veriscope operator, only the mo- 
mentary movement of the arm can be 
discerned—the blow itself is not seen. 

Corbett’s body is shown ip all the 
stages of its decline, even to where he 
crawls to the ropes for support. The 
fourteenth round was showm twice, 
the second time very slowly. The an- 
nouncer said that such pictures as are 
shown by the veriscope cannot lie, for 
they are taken from life, and that, 
therefore, it was plainly evident that 
Fitz did strike Corbett a foul blow, as 
the views say so. 

The views say nothing of the kind; 
on the contrary, they clearly disprove 
the assertion, When Fitz strikes Cor- 
bette in the face with his left hand, 
after he was jabbed him under the 
heart, Corbett’s knees are indisputably 
shown to be off the floor at least four 
to six inches, it is difficult to determine 
from the picture the exact space. The 
announcer, as the view got to this stage 
of the round, said to the audience: 
“There, you see that Mr. Fitzsimmons 
strikes Mr. Corbett in the face when 
the latter is on his knees,’’ and numer- 
ous vells of “No! No!” proved that 
there were many whose eyes saw things 
differently. 

The performance is a novel one and 
proves of interest to those who follow 
pugilistic events, and to all it is an 
entertaining pastime. Many ladies 
were among last night’s sepctators. 
The exhibition takes one hour and a 
mom and will run the balance of the 
week,

Feast Prepared by the Red Oross at 
River Station to Precede a March 
Through the City and an Exhi- 
bition Drill at the Park—The 
Programme for Tomorrow. 


The special train bearing the Sev- 
enth Regiment will leave Oakland this 
morning in three sections. It will be 
due here about 9:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, but as it will be a special 
train, not having the right of the road, 
it cannot now be stated at exactly 
what hour the first section will arrive. 
The railroad officials have notified Gen. 
Last that they expect the train about 
9:30, but cannot give any more definite 
time. The second and third sections 
should arrive within half an hour of 
the first, and this would bring the en- 
tire command to River Station by 10 
o'clock. It is possible that the arrival 
may be half an hour earlier or later. 

Upon reaching iRiver Station, the 
troops will leave the cars, and the feast 
that the Red Cross Society has pre- 
pared will be served at once. A col- 
umn will be formed and the entire rég- 
iment will march to the Arcade depot, 
escorted by the commands of the Na- 
tional Guard, which have remained in 
this city.

A, C, and F, of the National Guard, and 
his personal staff to assemble at the 
Armory tomorrow morning promptly at

On arrival at 
the Arcade depot the troops will again 
board the trains and will go to Agri- 
cultural Park, where at 12:30 o’clock a 
regimental drill will be held, continuing 
so long as the colonel may desire. 

This exhibition drill will bethe first op- 

rtunity that the people of this city 
nave had of seeing the regiment in 
regimental formation, and will be the 
first time in the history of the city that 
a local regiment of United States vol. 
unteers has drilled here. The Agricul- 
tural Park Association, from whom the 
to give the exhibition came, 

as agreed to give the regiment the 
benefit of 50 per cent. of the entire gate 
receipts for tomorrow. The usual ad- 
mission fee will be charged, which will 
admit the people not dnly to the drill, 
but to the races in the afternoon. After 
the drill the troops will be brought up 
town on the street cars and will dis- 
perse at the Armory. | 

The entire twelve companies will par- 
ticipate in the drill. It had been sup- 

osed that the Ventura and. Santa 

aula companies would not come to 
Los Angeles, but would leave the 
others at Saveus.

A WEAK DEFENSE. 


Broughton and Grady Held to An- 
awer for Burglary. 

William Broughton and John Grady 
were held in $2000 bail each by Justice 
Owens yesterday to answer the charge 
of burglary. The complaint against 
Dolly Broughton, Williams’s wife, for 
complicity in the alleged offense was 
dismissed. 

The trio were charged with the burg- 
lary of the residence of Mrs, Louisa 
Meyers, on Rosedale avenue. Mrs. 
Meyers lost a lot of clothing, some flat- 
irons and other household effects, which 
the police detectives afterward found 
concealed in the house occupied by 
the Broughtons and Grady adjoining 
the Meyers residence. 

At the preliminary examination yes- 
terday Mrs. Meyers identified the arti- | 
cles taken on a search warrant as her 
property, and related the circumstances 
of the robbery, which took place dur- 
ing her absence in the coumtry. 

Mrs. Mugenburg, a heighbor, testified 
that she saw Broughton unlock Mrs. 
Meyers’s door September 21, and enter. 
She saw ‘him relock the door when 
he left. On the day of his arrest she 
saw him on the roof of is house remov- 
dng some shingles; through the aper- 
¢ure thus formed he crawled, then came 
out and nailed the hole shut. Wher 
the police searched the place they 
found Mrs. Meyers’s belongings se- 
ecreted under the roof. 

Broughton, testifying in his owm de- 
fense, denied all knowledge of any 
of the stolen property being in his 
house before it was unearthed by the 
police. He admitted going through oe 
hole in the roof, but stated that the 
hole was there when he took the house 
and he merely went upto nail it shut. 
He did not notice the plunder concealed 
under the roof while he was making 
the repairs. 

Grady testified that he found the 
stolen property in an old well while 
looking for a piece of wire to repair ¢ 
pump. He fished out the stuff and 
took it to his room. Afterward he 
spoke to Mrs. Broughton about the 
find and gave her some of the things. 
He did not know how the stuff came tc 
be concealed under tHe roof. 

Mrs. Broughton, who had not heard 
the testimony of her husband, swore 
positively that she saw her husbanc 
nail up the hole in the roof, but denied 
that he had gone inside.. She declarec 
that he was in full sight of her from 
the time he went up till he came down. 

Mrs. Mugenburg testified that Mrs. 
Broughton was not at home when Her 
husband was on the roof, and the de- 
tectives allege that Mrs. Broughion 
told them that she was at Rosedale 
Cemetery at the time. 

Mrs. Broughton denied having seen 
any of the stolen property before the 
detectives searched the house, except 
a coat and vest which she saw on 


Grady’s bed. 
As the contradictory stories told by 
the defendants and Mrs. Brought dic 


not constitute a good defense, the court 
held both. to answer to the Superio: 
Court. 


A Good Dog Story. 

Mrs. B. P. Draper of Long Beach is 
the owner of a dog which must be cred- 
ited with an intelligence and reason- 
ing powers far beyond that of the aver- 
age canine. Mrs. Draper. and hei 
daughter concluded, a short time since, 
to vary the monotony of the summe! 
by a visit to Catalina. They had as a 
family pet a dog which they intendec 
bringing with them. At San Pedro the 
little dog became separated from them 
and the steamer pulled out without it. 
The dog made its way back to Long 
Beach and took up its station on the 
wharf, eagerly watching every boai 
that came or went, evidently looking 
for a chance to follow his mistress. Its 
opportunity came a few days later, 
when the yacht Nellie sailed for Cata- 
lina with an excursion party, when, 
after leaving port, it was found that 
they had aboard a stowaway dog whon, 
nobody owned. The mistake the dog 
made was in boarding a ‘“‘tramp’”’ boat, 
to which genus the Nellie belongs. Be- 
ing, therefore, under the ban of the 
owners of the island, the yacht did not 
attempt to land at Avalon, but went 
in at a Nttle harbor at Long Point, 
some six miles west, where she landed 
without hindrance, and our stowaway 
pug was among the very first of the 
passengers ashore. 

When the excursionists reémbarked 
the pug refused to go aboard, and a 
half-hour was consumed in trying to 
catch the gentle creature, which up to 
this time had allowed any one to stroke 
it who chose. It seemed heartless to 
leave the poor dog in such a desert 
place to die of starvation, but as it was 
impossible to get it aboard, the yacht 
sailed without it. The following day, 
Capt. Macdonald of the Fleetwing en- 
tered the little harbor at Long Point, 
while on his way to the Isthmus with a 
pleasure party, and, seeing the dog, 
sent a boat ashore to rescue it. They, 
too, were unable to get it aboard and 
abandoned it. In the mean time friends 
of the Drapers at Long Beach missed 
the dog, and in making inquiries 
found it had embarked on the Nellie, 
and wrote Mrs. Draper to that effect. 
Mrs. Draper learned that the dog had 
been seen up the coast, and, engaging 
the Fleetwing, proceeded to Long Point 
and there found her pet, almost fam- 
ished from his five davs’ fast. It 
seems the dog had intelligence enough 
to know that his mistress had taken a 
boat and disappeared in this direction, 
and in order to reach her he must like- 
wise take a boat. How he arrived at

The consolidaticn 
of ten or twelve of the national vanks 
of Boston is assured. The intention is 
to liquidate these banks and organize 
@ new national’bank, with a capital o: 
$3,000,000 or $5,000,000. 


GREAT BANKING PROFITS. It 
ie reported that sixty shares of the 
etock of the First National Bank of 
Beranton, par value $100 per share. 
gold recently at $950 per snare. The 
capital of the bank is $200,000, and its 
surplus and profits at the last cali of 
the Comptroller were $1,051,161. The 
bank gained in one year nearly $63,- 
000, and paid in dividends 32 per cent., 
or $64,000, making the earnings $126,- 
294, or nearly 64 per cent. At 9%50, the 
stock wil! yield the investor about 3.3% 
per. cent. in dividends, and almost as 
much more in added took value. This 
bank holds the distinction of being the 
third bank in the United States in 
point of surplus to capital, being sur- 
passed only by the Chemical National 
and the First National of New York on 
the Financier’s roll of honor. Chemi- 
cal National stceck at last quotaticns 
yields the investor 3.86 per cent., and 
the First National of New York 5.22 
per cent. The book value of the Chemi-

CANNED CORN. The cern pack is 
said by many to be verv shert, and 
that packers are buvire to fill orders, 
but we do not think that this is the 
general case, says Baltimore Trade 
However, there is no doubt that the 
number of seconds on the market this 
year will he semewhat in excess cf 
other years. owing to the conditions 
of the year. For the packers were 
obliged to take the corn as fast as it 
ripened, and as it seemed to ripen all 
at once, packers were rushed bh°vord 
their capacity.

There 
are etimated to be 5000 persons em- 
ployed in this branch; the capital in- 
vested is $7,000,000, and the gcods are 
worth $15,000,000 per annum. 

The second branch is fruits and vege- 
tables. In this 60,000 persons are en- 
gaged, the capital being $15,000,000 and 
value of its annual output $30,000, - 


_ The third branch is fish, in which 
100 with 5500 
pioyes, amd the value of the pack 
year. 
e chief canned product of the 
United States in fish is salmon, and 
the chief State in the amount of busi- 
ness done in this line is Oregon. In 
the East there are more tham 25.000 
people employed in the State of Maine 
in fish canning and 700 in Massachu- 
setts, and the fish canned in both is a 
considerable item of commerce. 

The last branch is oyster canning. 
The oyster-canning business of the 
United States is limited to a very few 
establishments, less than twenty in all, 
but what they lack in number they 
more than make up in the amoumt of 
their trade, which is between $3,000,600 
and $4,000,000 a year. There are 3500 
persons employed in this branch of 
the business, more than 80 per cent. 
of them in one State—Maryland.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The undertone of 
the strength which has been manifest for 
several days assumed the upper hand in 
the stock market today, ignoring the con- 
tinued weakness in some of the specialties 
and driving the bears to cover, thus putting 
an end to the decline in some of these 
stocks. Buying to cover short contracts 
placed no small part in the rise all through 
the list. It was not the result of an awak- 
ened public interest in the market, but 
was rather by capitalists or groups of 
financiers interested in this or that prop- 
erty, according inside support. It was sel!- 
ing by inside influences that sent Northern 
Pacific down last week and sympathetically 
affected the railway list generally. To- 
day's sharp recovery in Northern Pacific, 
which extended to 1%, was therefore a great 
relief. There was conspicuous buying also 
in Union Pacific, preferred, the Grangers 
and some of the southern and southwestern 
roads, the net gains for many stocks reach- 
ing a point. Kansas and Texas, preferred, 
Was a conspicuous exception, with a net 
loss of nearly a point. The speculation in 
Tobacco and Sugar continued active and fev- 
erish, and the movement of the dominant 
specialties were conflicting. While Tobacco 
broke 4% in the early trading, Sugar made 
a sharp recovery of its recent decline, and 
while Tobacco rallied nearly to last night’s 
close in the late dealings, the early gain 
in Sugar was more than wiped out. There 
was quite a striking movement in such gilt- 
edged issues as Chicago and Alton and 
Great Northern and St. Paul, preferred. 
There was no conspicuous development in 
the general situation to account for the 
changed temper in Wall street. unless it 
might be the continued heavy demand for 
cereals for export and .the advancing prices 
for them in foreign markets. Money con- 
ditions in London was also slightly easier, 
which brought some buying for London ac- 
count, and there was appreciable evidence 
of the increased supply of surplus capital 
here. The closing of the market showed 
quite a firm tone’ in spite of the weakness 
in one of two of the _ industrials. Rail- 
road bonds improved .in sympathy with 
stocks, and closed generally higher.

Becaped Convicts from Sacramento 
Jail Triiced to the San Gabriel 
Valley—A Break in the Water

PASADENA, Oct. 12.—({Regular Corre- 
BSpondence.} Police, constables and other of- 
ficials here are on the hunt for two con- 
victs who escaped from the County Jail at 
Sacramento, September 26. They are known 
to have headed this way on their attempted 
journey out of the State, foraging .as they 
went, probably intending to get into Mexico, 
and are suspected of having been concerned 
in last Sunday night’s burglary on Pasa- 
dena avenue, in which a watch, jewelry 
and other valuables were secured, the first 
big haul made here this season. It is also 
thought they may have been concerned in 
some of the other crimes perpetrated in 
this vicinity this month. They are known 
as William Taylor and John C. Burke, and 
both are accomplished in rascality. Today 
Sheriff Johnson of Sacramento sent special 
word to the local officials to look for them, 
as he is confident that they took a train for 
the South from Fresno and had motives for 
@oing through this valley. 

Bach of the jail birds has a well-marked 
individuality. Burke, the elder, is 25 years 
of age, 5 feet 8 inches tall, and weighs 140 
pounds. He wears the scars of a powder 
explosion on one side of his face and has 
@ maimed hand, one thumb and the middle 
finger gone and the tips of the other fingers 
cut off. His left forearm is tattooed with 
a heart, arrow, Wreath and spray. 

Taylor, junior partner of the firm, has 
the smooth, clean-cut and bright face of a 
college student. He is 24 years old, 5 feet 
6 inches tall, weighing 125 pounds. The In- 
dia-ink decorator has exercised considerable 
skill on ~~ having imprinte a blue 
bracelet on his right wrist, his initials and 
a strip of Mue on his ieft forearm, and red 
hearts and arrows on the backs of both 
hands.

Bradley is charged with assault with 
intent to commit murder. His preliminary 
examination was held in this city today be- 
fore Justice A. M. Guidinger. Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney McComas appeared for the 
prosecution, and O. H. Hubbard tepresented 
the defendant. was ill last Wednes- 
day, and so the hearing was postponed till 
today. The prisoner seemed to take little 
interest in his case. His eyes were lusterless 


and his demeanor during the proceedings was. 


characterized by an appearance of placid in-

defe.idant’s attorney endeavored to 
have the complaint amended to allege that 
the assault was committed on the Soldiers’ 
Home grounds. The complaint was not so 
amended, it being explained that the fact’ 
could be brought in evidence. Defendant's 
counsel further asked the deputy district at- 
torney to admit that the place of the alleged 
assault was on government property. Mr. 
McComas said that he was ready to admit 
that the place was within the limits of the 
Soldiers’ Home grounds.

The witnesses examined were all for the 
prosecution. ,.They .were W. M. Pottle, Wil- 
liam D. Graham, Jacob F. Bilattner and 
Charles Fischer, all of them members of the 
home. The evidence was in substance what 
was reported in The Times the day after 
the assault occurred. The cross-examination 
by the defendant’s attorney gave little indi- 
cation of what the theory of defense would 
be. It being announced that the people 
rested, Bradley's attorhey moyed to dismiss 
the case on the ground that the acts consti- 
tuting the alleged offense had been com- 
mitted on Soldiers’ Home grounds, and that 
the defendant was therefore not amenable to 
State jurisdiction. 

The motion was denied, and the defendant 
was held to answer before the Superior 
Court, with bail fixed at $10,000.
